5000 OF ENEMY 
FINALLY ROUTED 


Eritrean Detachments Go 
in Pursuit—Report As to 
Losses on Both Sides 
Will Be Given Out After 
Checkup.

ROME, Dec. 23.—The repulsing of 
5006 Ethiopians attacking Italy's 
Northern forces is reported today 
in an official communique. 

The announcement says: 

“An Ethiopian column with a 
strength of 5000 warriors attacked 
our lines in the region of Addi Ab- 
bi, marching toward the north, Our 
national and Eritrean troops coun- 
ter-attacked vigorously. 

“The enemy, favored by the ter- 
rain, attempted to resist. The fight- 
ing was very bitter. Our troops, 
supported by artiliery and air- 
planes, pushed forward, fighting 
man to man. 

“The enemy was finally repulsed 
and turned in flight, followed by 
Eritrean detachments. 

“Information as to our. losses and 
those of the enemy, which have not 
been fully determined, will be com- 
municated later. 

“The Eritrean aviation bombard- 
ed enemy concentrations in the re- 
gion between Quoram and Lake 
Ashangi.” 


Report From Asmara, Eritrea, 
About Day-Long Battle. 
"By the Associated Presa, 

ASMARA, Eritrea, Dec. 23. —The 
calm prevailing on the Northern 
Ethiopian front was broken yester- 
day by the day-long battle in the 
Tembien region near Addi Abbi. 

The battle, announced in an offi- 
cial dispatch today, involved 5000 
Ethiopians and an entire division 
of Italians. The Ethiopians were 
said to have retired after hand-to- 
hand fighting and the use of artil- 
lery and airplanes on the part of 
the Italians. The Ethiopians fled 
into the Valley of the Tonqua, about 
10 miles to the west, with Eritrean 
native troops in pursuit. 

The battle began at 9 a. m. Ethio- 
plan reinforcements appeared from 
the south as the action increased. 

Employing the advantage of the 
mountainous territory, the Ethio- 
plans attempted to turn the left 
flank of the Italian column. They 
atacked this flank four hours, but 
were finally repulsed by the con- 
centration of artillery and airplane 
fire after the hand-to-hand fighting 
in which bayonets clashed with 
swords. By nightfall, the Ethio 
pians were in full flight. 


Italians Complain to League Again 
About Dumdum Bullets. 
By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Dec. 23.—The League 
of Nations received another com- 
munication from Italy today alleg- 
ing that dumdum cartridges were 
found in Ethiopian depots on the 
Southern front. 

The Italian communication seid 
the cartridges came from an En- 
glish firm.

REMNANTS OF NRA TO BE — 
GIVEN TO OTHER DEPARTMENTS 


About 1400 Employes to Continue on Payroll 
Perhaps Till April 1—Virtually All of Re- 
maining Workers to Go by Jan. 15. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. — The 


National Recovery Administration 


was terminated, effective Jan. 1, by 
order of President Roosevelt today. 
Part of its functions were trans- 
ferred by the President to the Com- 
merce Department while others 
were turned over to the Labor De- 
partment. 

The Division of Review, the Di- 
vision of Business Co-operation, and 
the Advisory Council went to the 
Commerce Department under the 
act approved at the last session of 
Congress extending NRA until 
April. 

The Consumer's Division was 
transferred to the Labor Depart- 
ment, and its employes will come 
under the Emergency Appropria- 
tion Act which does not expire until 
June, 1937. This was the law pro- 
viding the $4,000,000,000 work relief 
money. 

In moving the employes from the 
emergency agency into the perma- 
nent departments, the President 
stipulated that they should not 
thereby acquire Civil Service status 
and thus become permanent em- 
ployes. 

There was no mention in the ex- 
ecutive order, of George Berry, In- 
dustrial Co-ordinator, who has been 
working apart from the Recovery 


Administration proper. President 
Roosevelt said a few days ago, how- 
ever, that Berry's activities fitted 
in with his plans for winding up 
NRA’s affairs. 5 

President Roosevelt wrote finis 
to the NRA in 13 words: “The Na- 
tional Recovery Administration and 
the office of administrator thereof 
are hereby terminated.” The Sec- 
retary of Commerce was directed to 
terminate the functions and duties 
of the agencies assigned to him by 
April 1. 

The Secretary of Labor was as- 
signed to exercise the “functions 
and duties” now performed by NRA 
in connection with the Consumers’ 
Division. 


Officials said NRA’s active pay- 
roll when the order becomes effec- 
tive, would number about 1400, in- 
cluding 250 employes who have been 
lent to other Government depart- 
ments, There are in addition be- 
tween 1000 and 1100 employes 
whose services have been ended but 
who will remain on the payroll un- 
til they have exhausted accumulat- 
ed leave. All this group probably 
will be gone by Jan. 15. 

Virtually all the NRA employes 
will go to the Commerce Depart- 
ment. The consumers’ division 
moved to the Labor Department, 
has 25 employes. 


CHINA CLIPPER RUNS 
INTO STORM AT SEA, 
RETURNS TO BASE 


Lands at Alameda, Cal., After 
Giving Up Honolulu Flight 
700 Miles Out.

ALAMEDA, Cal., Dec. 23.—Turned 
back by a storm over the ocean, 
the China Clipper returned to its 
Alameda base today from an at- 
tempted flight to Honolulu. It land- 
ed at 5:48 a. m. after 14% hours in 
the air. 

The plane had flown 700 miles of 
the 2400-mile course to Honolulu, 
fighting headwinds all the way. 
When the storm failed to move off 
the course as rapidly as expected, 
Capt. Edwin C. Musick ordered the 
ship back early today. The flight 
will be made when weather condi- 
tions are favorable. 

The Philippine Clipper landed at 
Wake Island on its return from Ma- 
nila to California, at 1:45 a. m., 
completing the 1536-mile flight from 
Guam in about 13 hours.

SUPREME COURT 10 
REVIEW GUFFEY ACT 


Agrees to Pass on Constitution- 
ality of Law ‘Regulating 
Coal Industry. 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 23.—The 


pass on the constitutionality of the 
Guffey law by which the bitumin- 
ous coal industry is strictly regu- 
lated. 


The Government and Kentucky 
coal producers had asked for a re- 
view of the legislation without wait- 
ing for the Court of Appeals to rule 
on decisions by Federal District 
Courts. At times action in the Ap- 
pellate Court is skipped to hasten 
final rulings on important cases by 
the court of last resort. 

Today’s action increased to six, 
the cases attacking Roosevelt ad- 
ministration laws now before the 
Supreme Court. 

The Guffey Act seeks to enforce 
a code for the soft coal industry 
similar to those set up under NRA, 
by use of the tax power. 

As was expected, the Court to- 
day handed down no decisions in 
New Deal cases already argued. 
Four minor opinions were read be- 
fore adjournment until Jan. 6. 

Solicitor-General Stanley Reed in- 
tended to ask the Court to set the 
yGuffey coal case for arguments in 
‘March or possibly earlier. The mo- 
tion will be presented two weeks 
hence. 


POLICE WITNESS KIDNAPING 
AND FIND VICTIM BOUND. 


Abductors Abandon Car and Escape 
After Firing at Pursuers at 
Newark, N. J.

NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 23.—Two 
men, surprised in the act of kidnap- 
ing William Keer, an elderly  re- 
tired Newark diamond merchant, 
today opened fire on three detec- 
tives and escaped. Their car was 
found half an hour later, with the 
victim, bound and gagged, lying on 
the floor in the rear of the ma- 
chine. The abandoned car had New 
York license tags. 

Police Lieutenant John Sweeny 
and Detectives Frank Schenck and 
Louis Beck saw the kidnapers forc- 
ing Keer into their car. The de- 
tectives turned their own car and 
started back. As they did so one of 
the two strangers opened fire. A 
bullet hit the wind shield of the po- 
lice car. The detectives returned 
the fire, but the other automobile 
turned a corner and vanished. 

Later other detectives saw the 
car, its right rear wheel smashed, 
standing a short distance from City 
Hall. Keer told Lieut. Sweeny he 
was walking along the street when 
the car stopped and a man with a 
pistol forced him to enter it.

Struck by an automobile as he 
crossed a heavily-traveled highway 
between Washington and Balti- 
more, near his home, “Wynecrest,” 
Senator Schall was thrown to the 
pavement, his skull fractured and 
left leg twice fractured. His sec- 
retary, Orel Leen, who was escort- 
ing him across the roadway, was 
injured slightly. 

Taken to Casualty Hoépital, the

Schall’s Career; Once a Newsboy, 
Rose to Fame as Orator. 
Thomas David Schall had been a 
newsboy, self-supporting stude.-t, 
boy orator and lawyer before he 
became a power in political life. 
His life was one of many obsta- 
cles, and blindness was the greatesi 
of them all. His courage after losing 


tric shock shortly after he had be- 
gun the practice of law, won him 
national recognition. He was the 
first blind man to go to the national 
House of Representatives, where he 
served five terms before he was 
elected to the Senate in 1924. 

Born on June 4, 1877, in 
Reed City, Mich., his mother 
gave him into the custody of a 
wealthy family after his father died. 
He ran away, however, and joined 
a circus, deserted the circus when 
it reached Chicago, and with a bun- 
die of newspapers and a shoeshine 
box, he joined Chicago's “newsies.” 

Worked Way Through College. 

He worked his way through the 
public schools of Wheaton and Or- 
tonville, Minn., and subsequently 
at Hamline University at St. 
Paul, the University of Minnesota, 
and the St. Paul College of Law. 

A free scholarship he won by his 
scholastic ability helped him 
through Hamline, and he sawed 
wood to earn money to put himself 
through Minnesota. He played pro- 
fessional baseball to increase his 
meager earnings. 

It was while a first year student 
at the University of Minnesota that 
he took third place in the Northern 
Oratorical contest, a league of sev- 
eral states. On that occasion he 
wore a $4 suit. He wore a $7 suit 
the next year and took second place. 
The third year he appeared in fuil 
dress and won first honots. The 
dress suit was lent to him, inciden- 
tally, by Dr. Richard Burton of the 
university.

14 KILLED WHEN 
BUS RUNS OFF 
UPEN BRIDGE 


Machine Goes Through 
Guard Rail and Plunges 
Into Appomattox River 
at Hopewell, Va. 


NINE OF BODIES 
ARE IDENTIFIED 


Inquiry Started to Deter- 
mine If Driver Died Sud- 
denly Before Crash— 
Brakes Are Set.

HOPEWELL, Va., Dec. 23.—Four- 
teen persons were killed yesterday 
morning when an Atlantic Grey- 
hound bus went through an open 
draw span of a bridge over the Ap- 
pomattox River. The bus was on 
the way from Richmond, Va., to 
Raleigh, N. C. 

The identified dead:

Details of Accident. 

The bus rushed down the 200- 
yard approach to the draw span at 
8:55 o'clock. Lacy McNafr, bridge 
tender, standing on the open pivot 
span looking down stream as a tug 
and its large tow started through, 
heard the bus crash through the 
guard rail. 

McNair was about 30 feet from 
the point where the bus plunged 
into the water. 

Belch was thrown through the 
windshield and, after what McNair 
thought was an effort to swim, was 
picked up by Capt. Ben Alexander 
of the tug Stanley and his helper, 
James Greemsley. The Captain said 
he did not think Belch was dead 
when pulled from the water. 

The water was between 25 and 
30 feet deep where the bus sank. 

After bringing up one body and 
cutting his hand, a diver made sev- 
eral steel cables fast to the bus and 
it was raised by a large crane on 
the bridge and placed on a float- 
ing barge as the 80-foot draw span 
was swung aside. The bodies were 
taken out, placed in baskets on the 
dock and hoisted to ambulances 
and funeral cars on the bridge. 

The rescue crew worked during a 
heavy snowstorm. Salvation Army 
workers and Red Cross nurses 
served hot coffee and soup. 

Autopsy on Driver. 

Officials ordered an autopsy to- 
day to check the possibility that 
the driver was dead before the 
machine plunged into the river. 

Shortly after the bus was raised 

D. D. McAfee, district superintend- 
ent for the bus line at Raleigh, 
said: “I can’t believe that boy was 
alive when the bus went over.” 
He said the driver, Alford, 38 
years old, had been employed six 
years, with five years’ prior expe- 
rience. He had an excellent rec- 
ord, McAfee said. 

Alford left Raleigh Saturday 
night for a round-trip run after a 
two-day rest. 

Arthur Clark, Richmond pho- 
tographer, said the machine's 
brakes were fully set when it was 
hauled from the water, 12 hours 
after the accident. 

Commonwealth's Attorney, John 
T. Goodman, will investigate the 
cause of the accident. 

An inquest was ordered for 
Thursday. Mayor D. L. Elder and 
Goodman agreed the inquest would 
be a mere formality, with a find- 
ing of accident, pending a full 
investigation. 

State Highway Commissioner 
Henry Shirley said the bridge 
mechanism was so arranged that 
the gates must be down across the 
highway before the draw could be 
opened. 

A. H. Pettigrew, assistant high- 
way engineer, said: “When the 
operator starts the machinery the 
gates come down and the warning 
gong sounds approximately a min- 
ute before the draw starts to 
open. The whole thing is auto- 
matic and cannot vary from this 
procedure.”

He named them 
as Arlie F. Gillam, grove caretak- 
er, and Ed Spivey, typewriter re- 
pairman, and said they were em- 
ployed as special city policemen in 
the municipal primary here last 
Sept. 3. 

The men were taken into cus- 


tody at Orlando Saturday night and 
returned here yesterday. 


McLeod said the men “are mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan,” and he 
declared Gillam “told me he was 
a former State officer in the klan.” 

Norman Thomas, former Socialist 
party candidate for President, and 
David Lasser, national president of 
Workers’ Alliance, charged the 
klan was responsible for the flog- 
ging of Shoemaker and the two 
other organizers of unemployed 
workers.

HOLC REPORTS 32 PER CENT 
OF PAYMENTS DUE IT UNPAID 


8460 Foreclosure Suits Filed; Im- 
provement in General Collections 
Last Nine Months.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The 
Home Owners’ Loan Corporation 
reported today that with 32.5 per 
cent of the principal and interest 
payments due it unpaid, it has in- 
stituted 3460 foreclosure suits. An 
improvement in payments for nine 
successive months, however, was 
reported. 
The HOLC said that on Dec. 12, 
loans totaling $2,908,517,828 had 
been advanced to 961,401 home own- 
ers. Of a total of 1,884,422 appli- 
cations for loans, 75,193 were still 
pending. This indicated, the cor- 
poration said, that its lending oper- 
ations “are now 96 per cent com- 
pleted, and that its main task from 
now on is the collection of money 
due each month from its borrow- 
ers.” 
More than half of the foreclosure 
proceedings which the HOLC “had 
been obliged to institute” up to 
Nov. 30, it was said, “are represent- 
ed by 1877 borrowers who wilfully 
failed to make their monthly pay- 
ments which were actually within 
their means to pay.” 
Of the 3460 foreclosures, 150 cases 
were halted when home owners 
paid up their delinquencies. The 
foreclosures, the corporation de- 
clared, have been at the rate of one

To Seek Additional Sanctions. 

Baldwin's choice of Eden as suc- 
cessor to Sir Samuel Hoare was ex- 
pected generally to mend the 
breach which had existed in the 
British Cabinet since the former 
Foreign Secretary submitted the 
discredited proposals for Italian- 
Ethiopian peace. It also ended 
any remaining doubt, informed 
sources said, of Britain's intention 
of turning to Geneva again for en- 
forcement of sanctions after the 
repudiation of the plan Hoare drew 
up with French Premiere Pierre 
Laval. 

Authoritative sources said Britain 
would-press for extension of the 
present penalties to include an oil 
embargo, and perhaps other sanc- 
tions, as soon as all Mediterranean 
countries pledged support for 
Britain in the event of war. 

British-French Military Talks. 
Satisfactory consultations have 
been concluded, it was learned to- 
day, between the British and 
French general staffs, involving 
mutual support by the armies and 
navies of both countries. The Brit- 
ish staff officers who participated 
in the general staff talks, held in 
Paris, returned to London, but it 
was said they would continue their 
contacts with the French officers. 
Great importance was attached 
in political circles to news from 
Paris that the French Atlantic fleet 
was ordered to leave’ Brest 
month to cruise west African wa- 
ters. This was interpreted to indi- 
cate that powerful units of the 
French Navy would be cruisin-, 
fully manned and equipped, within 
easy reach of the Mediterranean. 
The Balkan entente also ranged 
fully behind Britain, but Madrid ad- 
vices indicated Spain was still con- 
sidering whether it would promise 
to come quickly to Britain's side if 
Italy began a desperate assault.

GOVERNMENT LOSES TAX 
SUIT INVOLVING $1,000,000 


Supreme Court Refuses to Review. 
Test Against New York Control; 
58 Similar Actions Pending. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The 
Government lost today in thc Su- 
preme Court a tax dispute with the 
New York Central Railroad which 
tax experts said was a test action 
involving more than $1,000,000 in 
similar suits now pending. 

The Court refused to review the 
opinion of the Second Federal Cir- 
cuit Court Aug. 19, which ruled 
against the Government on two 
points and against the railroad on a 
third.

HAUPTMANN CLEMENCY PLEA 
FILED IN COURT OF PARDONS 


Contents Nat Made ‘ Public; Gov. 
Hoffman Expected to Convene 
Tribunal This Week.

TRENTON, N. J., Dec. 23.—Bru- 
no Richard Hauptmann’s petition 
for clemency was filed today with 
the Court of Pardons. Hauptmann 
is under sentence of death for the 
murder of the kidnaped Lindbergh 
baby. 

The petition was filed by Col. 
Mark QO. Kimberling, principal 
keeper at the State prison, who sent 
a messenger with six copies of it 
to Albert B. Hermann, the clerk of 
the Pardons Court. The contents 
of the petition were not made pub- 
lic, in conformity with a rule of the 
court that such material must not 
be published unless the court so 
permits by vote. 

At the same time it was learned 
definitely that one of the eight 
members of the Court of Pardons 
would not be able to take part in 
the deliberations. He is Spite 
George Van Buskirk, of Hacken- 
sack, who is now in the Neurolog- 
ical Hospital, New York City, under- 
going treatment for a nervous dis- 
order.

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JUDGE DAVIS HEARS 
BANKRUPTCY SUIT 
OF COTTON BELT 


Decides to Pass on Issue 
After Bondholders File 


to Reorganize. 


A hearing on the recent bank- 
ruptcy and reorganization suit of 
the St. Louis Southwestern (Cotton 
Belt) Railway was held by Federal 
Judge Davis today, following filing 
of responses by three bondholders 
of the road, wno asked that the 
suit be dismissed. 
The hearing originally was in- 
tended for appointment of trustees 
in bankruptcy to manage the road, 
but its character was changed by 
the demand of the respondents, 
whose counsel arfued that the bur- 
den of proof was on the road to 
show that its action was filed in 
good faith and that its allegations 
were true. The respondents’ coun- 
sel complained unavailingly that 
more time should be allowed for 
preparation before going into the is- 
sues. 
The respondents charged in their 
petitions that the Southern Pacific 
Co., which owns 87.37 per cent of 
the Cotton Belt stock, since last 
May, “in an endeavor to bring 
about bankruptcy of the Cotton 
Belt has deliberately caused the 
Cotton Belt to show poor earnings 
and deliberately failed to influence 
traffic to the Cotton Belt, which in 
its own interests as a stockholder 
of the Cotton Belt it could have in- 
fluenced to the company.” 
Stockholders’ Committee. 
Respondents were Walter E. Meyer 
of New York, lawyer, a director of 
the Cotton Belt from 1926*to 1934, 
chairman of the St. Louis South- 
western Stockholders’ Committee, 
and owner of $12,000 of the road’s 
first terminal and unifying mort- 
gage bonds and 12,000 shares of the 
common stock; Kirs. Rose Schaines 
of New York, owner of $10,000 (par) 
general and refunding bonds due in 
1990, and Joseph P. Morse of Holly- 
wood, Fla., owner of $10,000 (par) 
of the terminal and unifying bonds. 
Meyer declared his committee 
represented three-fourths of the 
41,633 shares of Cotton Belt stock 
not held by the Southern Pacific. 
He and R. W. Chubb of St. Louis 
appeared as counsel for all three 
respondents, whose petitions were 
similar. He alleged the bankruptcy 
suit was not filed in good faith, and 
that the Southern Pacific controlled 
the Cotton Belt’s board of directors, 

Judge Davis inquired of Chubb 
whether the lawyer assumed he 
had the right to file the responses 
without leave of Court. Chubb, 
in reply, quoted a clause of the 
amended bankruptcy act of 1934, 
giving creditors the right to ap- 
pear for the purpose of controvert- 
ing facts, before appointment of 
trustees, and providing that the 
Judge shall determine the issues 
then presented as soon as possible, 
dismissing the bankruptcy petition 
unless its material allegations were 
sustained by proof. 

The Judge asked for suggestions 
for appointees, assuming a trustee 
or trustees might be named. 

Those suggested and those who 
proposed them were: Daniel Up. 
thegrove, president of the Cotton 
belt, by counsel for the road; Tom 
K. Smith, president of Boatmen’s 
National Bank, by James B. Alley, 
counsel for the RFC: John S. 
Leahy, a_ lawyer, by Wayne 
Ely, counsel for a bank in 
the principality of Leichtenstein, 
to which the Cotton Belt has owed 
more than 1,000,000 guilders, and 
Arnold G. Stifel, stock and bond 
broker, by Thomas M. Pierce, at- 
torney for the Mississippi Valley 
Trust Co. Guy A. Thompson, at- 
torney for the Guaranty Trust Co. 
of New York, and Allen C. Orrick, 
attorney for the Chase National 
Bank of New York, concurred in 
the suggestion of Smith. 

In his petition, Meyer related 
that a forecast of earnings filed by 
the Cotton Belt last May 10 in con- 
nection with its application for ex- 
tension of a $17,882,250 RFC loan 
showed that the road would fail to 
earn 1935 interest charges by only 
$97,000 and would have anticipated 
net income for the next four years 
as follows: 1936, $183,000; 1937, $454,- 
000; 1938, $762,000; 1939, $988,000. 

The I.C.C, approving extension 
of the loan May 31, declared the 
Cotton Belt was not in need of re- 
organization, Meyer continued. 
Since then, he said, agricultural, 
business and financial conditions 
have greatly improved for the coun- 
try as a whole and especially for 
the territory served by the Cotton 
Belt. 

Upthegrove First Witness. 

President Upthegrove was called 
as the first witness by A. H. Kis- 
kaddon, general solicitor for the 
Cotton Belt. Upthegrove said the 
RFC note had not been extended 
but was past due, adding that he 
had written Jesse H. Jones, ¢hair- 
man of the RFC, about it Oet. 31, 
receiving a reply Nov. 29, in which 
Jones declined to extend the note. 
The Chase National and Mississippi 
Valley Trust agreed to extend their 
loans if the RFC did, but withdrew 
the agreement on learning of 
Jones’ letter, he said. 

When he decided Dec. 12, the day 
the suit was filed, that the Cotton 
Belt should enter bankruptcy, he 
told the road’s directors at a meet- 
ing in New York, he related, say- 
ing that at that time the road had 
completely exhausted its collatera! 
and could turn only to the RFC for 
a loan, but only with the Southern 
Pacific’s indorsement. When the 
Southern Pacific withdrew sup 
port, he deciared, the Cotton Belt 
could do nothing but enter bank- 


ruptcy.

RFC OFFERS LOAN 
OF $7,444 000 10 
ILLINOIS CENHRAL 


Ready to Buy Bonds of 
Railroad If Interest Is 
Held to 4 Per Cent— 
Lists Required Collateral.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. — The 
Reconstruction Corporation re- 
newed its campaign for lower inter- 
est rates today with an offer to lend 
the Illinols Central system $7,444,- 


667 at 4 per cent. 

Last week Chairman Jesse H. 
Jones informed the Great Northern 
Railway that RFC directors felt 
that road would be paying “too 
much if its proposed $100,000,000 
bond issue carried 5 per cent inter- 
est. 

Although private bankers had of- 
fered to underwrite the Great 
Northern funding at 5 per cent plus 
underwriting fees, Jones said the 
RFC would accept all bonds unsold 
to the public if the interest rate 
were made 4 per cent. 


Already Has Borrowed Heavily. 
The Illinois Central already has 
borrowed $17,555,333 from the Gov- 
ernment agency, and sought an ad- 
ditional loan to aid in meeting a 
maturity of $8,000,000 in 6% per 
cent secured notes next July 1. 
Offering to advance an addition- 
al $7,444,667 under-designated con- 
ditions, Jones said the RFC would 
“consider making the entire $25,- 
| 900,000 due July 1, 1941, at an inter- 
lest rate of 4 per cent.” 

“Should you be able to arrange 
private financing on approximate- 
ly as good a basis,” he added in a 
letter to L. A. Downs, president of 
the road, “it will be satisfactory to 


this corporation.” 
Jones’ letter listed additional col- 
lateral to be required for the new 
loan, which, with that already 
pledged, would bring to more than 
$50,000,000 the aggregate security 
for the $25,000,000 in loans. 

Letter From Jones. 
“Your statement that you have 
ample cash working balances and 
reserves to meet your interest pay- 
ments the first part of next year, 
Jones wrote Downs, “is noted with 
interest, as also the fact that while 
you will not quite earn your 
charges for 1935, your cash will be 
increased. 

“We are also glad to have the 
information from you that you have 
reduced your debts, as of Nov. 30, 
1935, more than $2,500,000 since 
1929, and your annual interest 
charges approximately $500,000.” 

Jones’ announcement on the 
Great Northern financing followed 
repeated assertions by President 
Roosevelt that he favored lower in- 
terest charges.

ried. Early in their married life, 
when he seemed to have worked 
up a lucrative law practice, he be- 
came blind. He was lighting a cigar 
from a patent lighter and he re- 
ceived an electric shock that para- 
lyzed his optic nerves. 

Wife Helps With Duties. 


It was then that Mrs. Schall be- 
came her husband’s “eyes.” She 
went to school to become a lawyer 
so she could help her husband in his 
work. During this time, when they 
lived in Minneapolis and Excelsior, 
Minn., Mr. Schall stumped for 
friends seeking office, and in 1912 
he was an unsuccessful candidate 
for Congress on a progressive 
ticket. 


Aided by his wife in 1914, he was 
nominated for the House of Repre- 
sentatives, and in 1916 he was elect- 
ed as an independent, later becom- 
ing a Republican. In 1918 he was 
re-elected as a Republican by a 
26,000 majority; in 1920 he was re- 
turned to the House by a 50,000 ma- 
jority, and in 1924 he defeated Sen- 
ator Magnus Johnson, Farmer- 
Laborite. 

Out of this election grew one of 
Mr, Schall’s hardest fights in his 
political career. Johnson contested 
the election, charging violation of 
the Corrupt Practices Act. After 
investigation by the United States 
Senate, the Minnesota State Senate, 
and a Minnesota grand jury, Mr. 
Schall was exonerated of charges 
that he had extorted money from 
bootleggers on promises of im- 
munity from prosecution, 

In 1918, during the World War, 
Mri Schall was sent to France to 
investigate conditions for the Gov- 
ernment. While returning on the 
transport Mount Vernon, the ship 
was torpedoed, but the transpert 
struggled 250 miles to safety in 
Brest. Mrs. Schall later was 
awarded a décoration for her brav- 
ery at the time of the threatened 
disaster. 

Bitter Critic of Administration. 

In the last three years Senator 
Schall had been one of the bitter- 
est critics of the Roosevelt admin- 
istration on and off the Senate 
floor. 


Only a few hours before the acci- 
dent that caused his death, he had 
been demonstrating for the movies 
his amazing skill in.a favorite sport 
—target shooting—and composing a 
prayer which he said should be 
posted in voting booths every- 
where. 
The prayer, last of a long series 
of anti-Roosevelt statements which 
he handed to the press, was this: 
“From bold experiments, from 
planned emergencies, from alpha- 
betical bureaus, from debt and 
deficits, from confiscatory ‘taxes, 
from star chamber tariffs, from 
doles and subsidies, from broken 
promises and repudiated covenants, 
from White House hokum and hul- 
labaloo—good Lord, deliver us. Lord 
God of hosts, be with us yet and 
give us at least a four-year breath- 
ing spell.” 

On the Senate floor he was so 
vitriolic in his attacks on President 
Roosevelt that Vice-President Gar-

ner once ordered him to “conduct 
himself according to the rules.” On 
another occasion Senate leaders 
struck from the Congressional Rec- 
ord his reference to the President 
as a “megalomaniac.” 

His German shepherd dog Lux, of- 
ten seen leading the Senator on the 
streets of Washington, died of grief 
over his master’s absence in March, 
1933, while Mr. Schall was attend-

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—The 
White House today made public 
without comment President Roose- 
yelt’s order designating an area on 
the St. Louis river front as a na- 
tional park and allocating $6,750,- 
90 of Federal funds for purchase 
of the site and razing of the build- 
ings on it. 

st. Louis, the order sets forth, 
has agreed “to contribute for the 
project of acquiring and developing 
the said site the sum of $2,250,000, 
which is one-fourth of the entire 
amount to be expended for such 
purposes. 

According to the sponsors of the 
proposed memorial, it will cost $30,- 
000,000 to complete. Mayor Dick- 
mann said before he left here late 
'Saturday shortly after the order 
was signed that he would ask the 
President to include the completion 
of the memorial in the $500,000,000 
public works appropriation the ad- 
ministration will seek from Con- 
gress. 

The President’s order, as was 
told in the Post-Dispatch on Sun- 
day, sets forth the historic events 
that have occurred on the St. Louis 
river front, beginning with the ar- 
rival of Chouteau and Laclede and 
the establishment of “the first civil 
government west of the Missis- 
sippi.”

Appropriation Proposed to Hasten 
Start of Work. 

The Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment will meet soon after 
Jan. 1 to discuss methods of provid- 
ing immediately the first portion 
of the city’s share of the proposed 
Jefferson Memorial on the _ river 
front, it was announced by Mayor 
Dickmann today. President Roose- 
velt signed an executive order in 
Washington Saturday providing 
Federal funds for part of the im- 
provement. 

The Mayor said it had been sug- 
gested that the city provide $2,250,- 
000, out of general city revenue, 
to be repaid later, when the $7,500,- 
000 river front bond issue, voted 
Sept. 10, is sold. The Board of Al- 
dermen must also approve the ap- 
propriation from general revenue, 
but the Mayor indicated he would 
not call the board into session be- 
fore its next regular meeting Jan. 
10. 

The Mayor returned from Wash- 
ington yesterday. This morning he 
talked with Assistant Attorney- 
General Harry W. Blair by tele- 
phone, and Blair told him the De- 
partment of Justice would prepare 
immediately to file a condemnation 
suit in Federal Court to acquire the 
site for the improvement. 

The Mayor predicted actual work 
on the memorial would start with- 
in the next 60 days. 

In accordance with the terms of 
a state enabling act and a city or- 
dinance for the bond issue,’ the 
municipal contribution to the fund 
must be in the proportion of $1 for 
every $3 put up by the Government. 
The President's order provided fora 
an initial fund of only $9,000,000, out 
of $30,000,000 estimated as the cost 
of the site and construction. For the 
$9,000,00 the Government will take 
$6,750,000 from PWA and WPA 4c- 
counts as an outright grant, the 
balance coming from the city bond 
issue. 

The bond issue, voted Sept. 10, 
was for $7,500,000. The appropria- 
tion now proposed would leave $5,- 
250,000 of the bonds to be issued 
later, while the Mayor expressed 
hope that the President would in- 
clude the Government’s remaining 
$15,750,000 share in the anticipated 
1936 public works bill. 

The memorial site now has the 
status of a national park, subject 
to acquisition by the Government, 
under the Roosevelt executive or- 
der.

ing of Charles A. Jr., it has been 
deemed advisable to provide body- 
guards for the baby and to sur- 
round his movements with utmost 
secrecy. 

Since coming into world promi- 
nence after his New York to Paris 
flight in 1927, Lindbergh has con- 
stantly sought for a return of some 
semblance of the anonymity that 
was previously his. He has  at- 
tempted to avoid public notice. The 
murder of his child was a tragedy 
that put his name again into the 
headlines and made it once more a 
matter of daily conversation 
throughout the country. 

Hopewell Home Deserted. _ 

The fine home he built at Hope- 
well, N. J., has been deserted al- 
most since the spring days of 1932 
when police, detectives and Federal 
agents were there seeking clews to 
the crime committed in the little 
upstairs nursery. 

Col. Breckinridge said the Hope- 
well home had been deeded in May, 
1934, to Highfield’s Inc., a charita- 
ble institution for children which 
is not yet in actual operation. 

Since the kidnaping the Lind- 
berghs have made their home at 
Englewood, N. J., with Mrs. Lind- 
bergh’s mother, widow of the late 
Dwight Morrow.

First word of the Lindberghs’ de- 
parture for England was given in 
a copyrighted story today in the 
New York Times. 


DETAILS OF STORY 
IN NEW YORK PAPER 


The New York Times’ copyright- 
ed story said that Col. and Mrs. 
Lindbergh had sailed secretly for 
England to establish their residence 
because of recurring. kidnaping 
threats against their son, Jon, 

They are prepared to live abroad 
permanently if necessary, the Times 
said, although they do not contem- 
plate giving up their American citi- 
zenship.: 

The Times’ article said they ob- 
tained passports secretly and left 
without saying good-by except for 
the immediate family. They will 
spend Christmas at sea. 

The Lindberghs and their son are 
the only passengers on the ship, the 
paper said. 

Threats were made against Jon 
Lindbergh shortly after his birth 
in August, 1932, the Times said. 

The number of threats has in- 
creased since Haupmann’s trial, ac- 
coruing to the newspaper. Some of 
these were reported to have come 
from unbalanced persons and oth- 
ers from criminals. 

For a while, the Times said, Jon 
was in a nursery school but tension 
grew and he was withdrawn. 

The United States Supreme 
Court’s decision not to review the 
Haupmann case brought a fresh 
flood of threatening letters, the 
Times declared. 

Such threats grew when Gov. 
Harold G. Hoffman of New Jersey 
entered the Hauptmann case by 
visiting the condemned man in his 
cell in the prison death house, the 
paper said. 

Withdrawal From School. 

An incident when Jon was being 
taken home in an automobile re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of the 
boy from school, the paper said. 

“Not long ago as Jon was being 
taken by automobile from his 
school to his home, a large car con- 
taining several men came close 
alongside and crowded the car con- 
taining the lad to the curb, fore- 
ing it to stop,” the Times said. 

“Men jumped down. A teacher 
accompanying the boy, clutched 
him tightly. Suddenly cameras 
were brought into the child’s face 
and clicked. Then the visitors 
jumped into their machine and 
sped away, leaving a badly fright- 
ened teacher and little boy. 

“After that Jon was not sent to 
school.” 

Many of the letters threatening 
the family have been stopped by 
postal authorities, the paper said, 
and sent to Col. Lindbergh's office 
“where they were sorted and turned 
over to the proper authorities for 
investigation.” 

The Lindberghs obtained their 


secret passports a week ago, the 
Times reported, and Government 
officials co-operated with them in 
keeping their port of departure un- 
disclosed. Even the police of the 
port were not informed, the paper 
said, 

“When the time came for them 
to go they slipped quietly away 
from Englewood, journeyed to their 
port of departure and, unaccom- 
panied by servants, went aboard. 
They will spend Christmas at sea 
and may even see the passing of the 
old year at sea,” the Times said. 

Flight Eight Years Ago. 

It has been more than eight and 
a half years since Col. Lindbergh 
won public notice for his dramatic 
flight from New York to Paris. 

Ever since, his activities have 
commanded public interest. He and 
Anne Morrow, daughter of the late 
Dwight W. Morrow, who then was 
Ambassador to Mexico, were mar- 
ried in 1929. — 

Two years later they made a 
flight to the Orient to study avia- 
tion conditions. The death of Mrs. 
Lindbergh’s father called them 
home. 

They bought property near Hope- 
well, N. J., in the secluded Sourland 
Mountains, where they built a 
home. It was from the nursery of 
their new residence, that Charles 
Jr. was kidnaped. 

Since the birth of their second 
son, the Lindberghs have lived for 
the most part at the Englewood 
estate of Mrs. Morrow. 

In the late fall of 1933 they flew 
to Europe by way of Greenland and 
Iceland, making the return trip 
across the South Atlantic. 

Mrs. Lindbergh’s recent book on 
their journey to Japan, “North to 
the Orient,” has been a best seller. 

The Colonel has-been active in an 
advisory capacity on plans to fly 
the air mail across the Pacific and 
the Atlantic. He has found time, 
too, for scientific experiments with 
Dr. Alexis Carrel in New York. 
Their laboratory work in develop- 
ing a “mechanical heart” won wide 
acclaim.

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DEFERS RULING ON SUIT 
T0 PREVENT ELECTION 


Judge O’Malley Remarks Bill 
for Vote on Buying Car 
Lines Is ‘Glaringly Void.’ 


The question whether Robert J. 
Kratky can force the city to hold 
a special election, at a cost of $66, 
000, on his proposal supported by 
initiative petitions, which would re- 
quire the city to buy the street car 
system for $25,000,000, was taken 
under advisement today by Circuit 
Judge Frank C. O'Malley. After 
hearing oral arguments, Judge 
O'Malley said he would pass with- 
in a week on a taxpayer's petition 
for an injunction, filed by Clarence 
Baum, to prevent holding of the 
election, which is now before him. 
An appeal from his decision is 
likely, whether he grants or denies 
the injunction. 

Judge O'Malley, after hearing an 
argument by Kratky against the 
granting of the injunction,-said to 
him: 

“As the court looks at this prop- 
osition, the ordinance (calling for 
a special election) is glaringly void. 
Should the Court sit by and let this 
money be spent, when it feels that 
the ordinance is void?” 

“Yes,” Kratky responded, 
cost $60,000,000.” 

Arguments in support of the in- 
junction. petition were made by 
Hiram N. Moore, Rene J. Lusser 
and Alderman Emmett Golden, at- 
torneys for Baum. They argued 
that the title of the proposed or- 
dinance was indefinite, and did not 
clearly convey its purport, The title 
states that the ordinance is to pro- 
vide for “acquisition of a 5-cent 
fare municipal mass transportation 
system,” at an estimated cost not 
greater than $25,000,000. 

Baum’s Contention. 

The attorneys supporting the in- 
junction petition argued that the 
measure was, in fact, one to com- 
pel the city to buy the Public Ser- 
vice Co, system for $25,000,000, and 
that no smaller sum would be con- 
sidered, although, they*set forth, 
the assets of the company were ap- 
praised at $13,000,000. 

“The 5-cent-fare,” former Judge 
Moore argued, “is just a catch-line 
for the man on the sandbox.” He 
recent years that 5 cents was an 
insufficient fare for city transpor- 
tation. 

Lusser and Golden argued that 
the measure was contrary to the 
city charter, in that it had not been 
approved either by the Board of 
Public Service or the Board of Esti- 
mate and Apportionment. Approval 
of these bodies is required by the 
Charter before the Board of Alder- 
men can pass fiscal. measures, and 
it was argued that the same would 
apply to initiative proposals. 

Kratky appeared as an interyenor 
in the suit, being permitted by 
Judge O’Malley to file an interven- 
ing petition, though Baum’s coun- 
sel objected to this. Joseph Nessen- 
feld appeared with him, both ap- 
pearing in behalf of the committee 
of five which filed the petitions 
with the Election Board. Kratky 
charged that the City Comptroller 
and Treasurer, and the Election

Board, which are nosninalty defend- 
ants to Baum’s suit, were in fact 
favorable to it. This was not de- 
nied by Associate City Counselor 
Senti and Attorney Arnold Just 
representing the Election Board, 
who were present. Judge O'Malley 
spoke of the suit as “a friendly 
proceeding,” so far as the city was 
concerned. 


Disputes Baum’s Figures. 


Kratky argued against the con- 
tention, made in Baum’s suit, that 
his proposal called for the spend- 
ing of $216,000 in holding elections. 
The first election would cost $66,- 
000, and if the proposition then sub- 
mitted were carried, a second elec- 
tion would be called for, on the 
question of issuing public utility 
bonds for the purchase of the 
street car system. A registration 
would have to precede the second 
election, and the registration and 
second election together are esti- 
mated by the Election Board to 
cost $150,000. 

Kratky said the only matter in- 
volved in the present suit was the 
holding of the first election, and 
that, if the proposition then sub- 
mitted should fail to carry, there 
would be no further election, hence 
no further cost. 


Plan Feasible, Kratky Says. 

Kratky, in his argument, said 
“competent engineers” had worked 
for months on the plan embodied 
in his proposal, and had pronounced 
it feasible. He gave no names. He 
said San Francisco's municipal 
street railway ran successfully on 
a S-cent fare. As to the charge 
that the proposal was “a fraud on 
the people,” Kratky argued that if 
the people voted for it, it could not 
be considered a fraud, “any more 
than I could cheat myself at solli- 
taire.” 

The Election Board has filed a 
reply, stating that “the apparent 
obvious detriment to the public 
welfare and wasteful expenditure of 
public revenue” in the holding of the 
special election, are matters for the 
court to pass on. The City Coun. 


GIRL HELD FOR MURDER 
IN KILLING OF FATHER 


Emma Willis, 18, Says ‘I'll Try 
to Repent’—Asserts Par- 
ent Was Cruel.

Emma Willis, 18-year-old farm girl 


who killed her father after he ree 
fused to allow her a date with @ 
boy friend, said today “I'll try ta 
repent.” It was her response ta 
the admonition of the Rev. J. M, 
Holmes—“Ask God to forgive you; 
repent for it, girlie’—in the funeral 
sermon for her father, I. H. Willis, 
45, killed as he lay asleep Satur- 
day in their three-room home. 

“It was the only way, things 
were so awful at home,” the young 
woman said calmly as she sat in @ 
jail cell awaiting arraignment to- 
day on a murder charge» 

“I don’t know what I'll say when 
they take me before the Judge,“ 
she continued. “This may be a 
disgrace to my family but it also 
was’*a disgrace for our neighbors 
to see how my father treated all of 
us, 

“Everything Went Black.” 

“After I made up my mind 
kill my father everything went 
black. I don't remember it clearly. 
I do remember a terrible roar and 
u shock when the gun went off, it 
was the first time I ever had fired 
a shotgun. 

“I've always wanted to have my 
folks higher in society and to have 
nice things. I had to walk five 
miles each way every day to go to 
high school where I was a sopho- 
more. I never got any new clothes, 
I had to work in the fields like 
aman. My father was a semi- 
invalid with stomach trouble. He 
was very cruel and life was very 
hard for us.” 

Attends Burial of Father. 

Without a trace of emotion, she 
watched her father’s burial yester- 
day in a cemetery near the hamlet 
of EaklYi One arm was about the 
thin shoulders of her mother who 
promised her support. With them 
were the other Willis children, 
Leona, 14; Lena, 11; Dee, 9, and 
Daniel, 6. 

“All my husband left us was some 
unpaid notes,” Mrs. Willis said. 
“He was a hard, high-tempered 
man. I don’t know how I stood it 
for the 19 years of our married 
life.” 

An uncle of the girl, L. T, 
Shields, questioned the girl's men- 
tal condition, saying a son of Willis 
by a former marriage was in an in- 
sane asylum. 

“The girl seems rational,” com- 
mented County Attorney Haskel 
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selor’s office, in its reply, concedes 
that the title of the ordinance is 
defective and indefinite.

Tells How 


Game Law Violators Were Caught; 
Duck Buyer Was Federal Agent 


Report, Signed by J. N. Darling, Relates That 
Government Men Helped Hunters Pick 
Up 112 Birds Illegally Killed. 


Post-Dispatch Bureau, 
201-05 Kellogg Building. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23. — The 
Federal Government during the 
past year has made “the most note- 
worthy contribution” it has ever 
made to wild life, J. N. Darling, 
former head of the Bureau of Bio- 
logical Survey, said in the annual 
report of the bureau issued here to- 
day. 

Although Darling resigned recent- 
ly, the report is issued in his name. 
He has long been one of the most 
ardent advocates of wild life con- 
servation and since his resignation 
has written several articles telling 
of his efforts to obtain Federal 
funds for conservation work and 
charging that red tape interfered 
with his work. 

Under Darling, as the _ report 
points out, the most rigid restric- 
tions in the history of wild fowling 
were put into effect. The report al- 
so cities the steps taken to enforce 
these restrictions. The number of 
game management agents, bureau 
enforcement officers in the field, 
was increased from 22 to 25 and 32 
deputies were employed from Oc- 
tober to April, serving in units of 
four men each as “flying squad- 
rons” to patrol the major water fowl 
concentration areas. 


Change in Community Attitude 


Darling said that an under-cover 
Government agent and a minister 
“converted” a community to game- 
law observance. 

“Because of known violations on 
an island in Eastern waters,” Dar- 
ling wruce, “an agent performed 
under-cover work with the aid of a 
special agent from the Department 
of Justice. As no stranger could 
approach the island unobserved ex- 
cept after midnight, the agent made 
his visit in another role, in order 
to allay any suspicions and build 
up some sort of friendly relation- 
ships.” | 

The agent, Darling said, was sub- 
jected to close questioning by resi- 
dents of the island, and posed as a 
collector of - birds. He obtained 
much information concerning un- 
lawful trapping and shooting of 
ducks, 

“To obtain respect for the Fed- 
eral law,” Darling continued, “the 
agent afterward decided to under- 
take an educational campaign with 
the aid of the local minister. Be- 
coming to all intents and purposes 
one of the islanders, he lived with 
them for several weeks and at- 
tended their church. As a result, he 
was able to have removed from the 
island three guns eight to 10 feet 
long and weighing as much as 175 
pounds. The educational program 
was actually productive of fine re- 
sults, and the means of saving 
many birds.” 

Buys Ducks From Bootleggers. 

Another agent posed as a profes- 
sional duck buyer for exclusive 
night clubs in Chicago, and Darling 
said he bought ducks killed ille- 
gally from “44 well-known duck 
bootleggers.” 

“In this operation,” the narrative 
continued, “the agent worked with 
& man who was familiar with the 
haunts of the outlaws, and the two, 
with heavy growths of whiskers, 
looked like kindred _ spirits. The 
agent himself was so disreputable 
looking that the hotel clerk made it 
evident that he feared he would not 
be paid for the accommodations 
furnished, and later looked on with 
awe when the agent, on checking 
out, producer a sizeable roll of 
greenbacks.” 

Other agents posed as wealthy 
salmon packers and were served 
wild duck in “exclusive Western 
night clubs and cafes.” More than 
100 arrests and convictions were 
obtained for sale of waterfowl, Dar- 
ling said. 

In the Southern state, Darling 
continued, two agents saw five 
hunters shoot simultaneously at 
ducks and “assisted them in pick- 
ing up 112 birds, which they then 
seized.” 

One of these agents arrested sev- 
en persons for killing plovers. Four 
of those arrested were officers on a 
city police force, one was assigned 
to the city prison farm, and two 
were “prominent citizens.” 

“Incidentally,” Darling said, “they 
had been transported*to the shoot- 
ing grounds, some 40 miles from 
town, in police radio cars.” 

One agent, E. Bradford White- 
head, was killed by a game-law vio- 
lator in Georgia as he was inspect- 
ing the hunter’s game bag. The 
hunter fled and later was killed by 
a@ posse. 

All Wild Life Has Suffered. 

“It cannot be said,’ Darling re- 
ported, “that any valuable form of 
American wild life is in a satisfac- 
tory condition at the present time. 
All have suffered from man’s indif- 
ference or greed, but none is in a 
more precarious situation than our 
migratory water fowl. 

“For this reason practically all 
lines of work of the bureau or bio- 
logical survey were to some extent 
subordinated during the year to 
the all-important program of water 
fowl restoration. Research was ex- 
tended in order to strengthen the 
scientific basis of the undertaking; 
existing wild life refuges were re- 
habilitated; regulatory and law en- 
forcement activities were greatly in- 
creased and had as their chief ob- 
jective the perpetuation of neces- 
sary breeding stocks of the various 
species of wild fowl and an exten- 
sive new migratory water fowl res- 
toration program was launched. 
Darling’s report contained a de- 
tailed account of research carried 
out by the bureau. This included 
the banding of 249,829 birds as part 
of a study of migratory fowl. A 
study was also made of the elk in 


the Jackson hole country in Mon- 
tana in the course of which a cen- 
sus was taken, revealing a total of 
22,035 animals. Elk and other big 

e had so overgrazed the range, 
the study showed, that further re- 
ductions in the size of the herd 
were held necessary. 

Enough Land for Every Need. 

“The public is at last beginning to 
understand,” Darling wrote in the 
introduction to his report, “that in 
many instances the former domain 
of wild life has been needlessly tak- 
en from it, frequently with no per- 
manent benefit to man. It is now 
generally known that it is possible 
to have our wild life, our forest and 
wilderness areas, and our natural 
water reservoirs and _ still attain 
vastly higher levels of crop produc- 
tion than in the past. 

“There is land enough to meet 
generously every national need, ev- 
ery requirement of agriculture, in- 
dustry and recreation, and at the 
same time to restore great acreages 
of submarginal lands to their best 
uses—water fowl, fur and fish pro- 
duction. And it has been demon- 
strated that the restoration of 
marsh lands to these primitive uses 
had advantages not only to the wild 
life resource, but also to man. 

Furthermore, land better adapted 
to wild life than to farming may ac- 
tually, if indirectly, through its at- 
tractiveness to sportsmen, hunters, 
trappers and nature students, sup- 
port more people in a correct than 
in an incorrect use. It is on these 
principles that the migratory wa- 
ter fowl restoration program has 
been based.” 

The report points out that this is 
the fiftieth year that the bureau 
has been in existence. It began in 
1885 with an appropriation from 
Congress of $5000. 

During the fiscal year covered by 
the report the bureau had a regular 
appropriation of $1,054,084, special 
allotments from emergency funds 
totaling $8,500,000, about $600,000 
from the sale of migratory bird 
hunting stamps, and a special ap- 
propriation of $6,000,000 for the es- 
tablishment of wild life refuges. The 
latter sum is to be available to the 
bureau until it is all expended. 


OFFICERS KILL TWO IN FIGHT 
WITH SUSPECTS IN HOLDUP 


Boy, 12, Seriously Wounded When 
Used as Shield By One of 
Men Shot by Police.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec. 23.-—Two 
men were shot fatally and a boy 
used by one of them as a shield 
against police bullets was wounded 
seriously here early today when de- 
tectives sought to question suspects 
regarding a holdup earlier in the 
day. 

A man registered as Miles David- 
son of Indianapolis died of a bul- 
let wound suffered in a fight in 
which Luther Barger, 22 years old, 
his host for the holidays, also was 
killed. Wilson Chandler, 12, Bar- 
ger’s nephew, suffered a bullet 
wound in his chest. Police said Da- 
vidson held the boy before him and 
opened fire. 

Police said the fight at Barger's 
home grew out of an investigation 
into the wounding of Clarence J. 
O’Neil, a bartender, by a man who 
attempted to rob him as he left an 
all-night restaurant. Also in the 
room, detectives said, were Mrs. 
Eva Davidson, mother of the Chand- 
ler boy, and Davidson's parents. Da- 
vidson’s father is the Rev. Larkin 
Davidson, an itinerant evangelist. 


ONE KILLED, ONE WOUNDED 
IN ATTEMPTING HOLDUP 


Intended Victim Opens Fire When 
Robbers Attack Him at 
Steele, Mo. 

STEELE, Mo., Dec. 23.—Joe C., 
Wagner, 35 years old, of Watts, Ok., 
was killed and Elmer Crawford, 
22, was seriously wounded when 
they attempted to hold up J. L. 
German of the German Undertak- 
ing Co., at his home at 10 o'clock 

last night. 

As German opened his garage 
door last night two masked men 
jumped from a corner of the ga- 
rage with the command, “Stick ‘em 
up.” German opened fire and 
Crawford fell seriously wounded. 
Wagner ran and it was thought he 
had escaped until his body was 
found about 9 o’clock this morn- 
ing in a cotton field about 100 
yards from the scene of the shoot- 
ing.

Bradstreet, in a survey of munici- 
pal debt released today, reported 


that in 190 cities with populations 
over 50,000 the average community 
debt is $109 per capita. 

“The lack of any generally sound 
borrowing standards, however, is 
indicated by debts ranging from a 
low of $23 per capifa to a high of 
$845 per capita,” it was stated. 
“The smallest degree of deviation 
from the group median or average 
debt is found in cities over 500,000 
population. St. Louis, in a class by 
itself as to low debt limit in this 
group, has a per capita debt load 
of $87 compared with a median for 
the group of $144. 

“Boston and Milwaukee are no- 
tably below average at $108. At the 
other extreme are Buffalo with 
$208, New York $196, Pittsburgh 
$194, and Philadelphia $223. 

“Among cities of 250,000 to 500,000 
population, Atlanta is lowest with 
$38 per capita while Denver with 
$91 and Indianapolis with $92 com- 
pare favorably with their group 
average of $134. Newark, on the 
other hand, is nearly twice the 
average at $259 and Jersey City is 
not far behind with $224. New Or- 
leans, Rochester and Seattle have 
debts more than 30 per cent above 
the average. 

“In the 100,000 to 250,000 group, 
the debt range is from Worcester, 
Mass., at $41 to Yonkers, N. Y., at 
$367, with a median for that group 
of $107. 

The survey showed North Caro- 
lina highest in the average of per 
capita municipal debt with New 
York and New Jersey second and 
third, respectively. Other state- 
wide areas of high debt, it was said, 
are confined mainly to the South. 
In New England there were only 
five of 25 cities studied with debts 
above the average group. 

“The entire Middle West,” the re- 
port showed, “is characterized by 
almost invariably moderate munici- 
pal debt. Among the rapidly grow- 
ing cities of the Southwest, those of 
Oklahoma are noteworthy for their 
debt control while a fair degree of 
restraint has been exercised in 
Texas. Despite rapid municipal ex- 
pansion in California ... city debt 
loads there are not generally above 
the average.” 


CHRISTMAS PRECAUTIONS 
URGED BY SAFETY COUNCIL 


Advises Against Use of Celluloid, 
Cotton and Other Inflammable 
Decorations. 

A list of precautions to be ob- 
served in connection with the ar- 
rangement of Christmas displays 
and entertainments was issued to- 
day by the Safety Council. Edwin 
A. Kayser, president of council, 
pointed out that defective wiring 
of Christmas tree lights and elec- 
trically operated toys and use of 
celluloid, cotton and other inflam- 
mable decorations, frequently re- 

sult in fire. 

Those in charge of entertainments 
and pageants should not use candles 
or open flames on the stage or in 
the hall, and should not use flimsy 
materials for costumes, he said. 

The council offered the following 
suggestions: 

“Check all electric lights and 
wiring, and do not overload cir- 
cuits. Place Christmas tree in solid 
stand away from flames, and place 
base of tree in water to prevent it 
from drying out. Do not use can- 
dles on trees, and do not use cotton 
for “snow,” but use mica or white 
sand. Metal tinsel should not. be 
allowed to fall across electric train 
tracks, as it causes sparks and 
frequently fire. Pointed toys 
should be used only under adult su- 
pervision. Toys should not be scat- 
tered about the floor, as they might 


over them.”

FEDERAL WRIT AGAINST RATE 
CUT IN OKLAHOMA SUSTAINED 


porary injunction granted by a 
three-Judge Federal District Court 
in Western Oklahoma, prohibiting 
the State Corporation Commission 
from forcing the Consolidated Gas 
Service Co. to reduce rates was up- 
held by the Supreme Court today. 


The unanimous decision was deliv- 
ered by Chief Justice Hughes. 

The dispute hinged on whether 
the Johnson Act, which deprives 
Federal District Courts of power to 
interfere with rate orders of State 
administrative boards, where a 
plain, speedy and efficient remedy 
is available in state courts, applied 
to Oklahoma. 

The Corporation Commission con- 
tended the Oklahoma Supreme 
Court provided a judicial review of 
the commission’s acts and hence 
the three-Judge District Court had 
exceeded its powers. The order had 
been upheld by the State Supreme 
Court. 

The gas company asserted the 
state court had not been empower- 
ed, under the Oklahoma Constitu- 
tion, to review judicially orders of 
the commission and that the appeal 
to Federal Courts was justified.

“Lax Chartering Policies” Blamed 
for “Unfavorable Record” of 
the Past.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—A re- 
turn to “over-banked” conditions 
in the United States should be pre- 
vented. Robert V. Fleming, presi- 
dent of the American Banking As- 
sociation, says in his foreword to 
a report by the association’s eco- 
nomic policy commission on bank 
chartering policies. 

Fleming said that over-produc- 
tion of banks “literally by the 
thousands, constituted one of the 
greatest single economic errors in 
the history of the nation.” 

It is the purpose of the Banking 
Association, he said, to aid in 
marshaling public opinion in 
support of both national and state 
supervisory authorities to strength- 
en and protect’ the banking 
structure. 

The commission said “existing 
sound banks, especially the small 
banks in the rural districts, which 
are serving their communities well, 
should be protected from any re- 
turn of the over-banked local con- 
ditions caused in the past by lax 
chartering policies, which were 
mainly to blame for the unfavora- 
ble record. ... ”

SUSTAINED RECOVERY 
TWO FISCAL YEARS 


Finds 1935 Brought Im- 
proved Farm Industry, 
More Consumption, Bet- 


ter Balanced Prices. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Secre- 
tary Roper reported last night that 
“available evidence” indicated the 
Nation's net business losses were 
“almost completely eliminated” in 
1935. 

His estimate for the current cal- 
endar year, compared with net bus- 
iness losses of $10,000,000,000 in 1932 
and about $2,500,000,000 in 1934, was 
included in his annual report for 
the 1935 fiscal year ending last June 
30. 

The Commerce Department head 
called the last fiscal year the sec- 
ond of “sustained regovery from 
the depression,” and added that per- 
haps its outstanding feature “was 
the better balanced relationship es- 
tablished in our whole national 
economy, following the irregular 
imprevements which characterized 


the preceding year.” 
Estimating the national income 


for the 1934 calendar year at $49,- 
440,000,000, an increase of $5,000,- 
000,000, or 11 per cent, over the pre- 
ceding year, Roper said: 

“At the present time, sufficient 
data are available to estimate the 
current trend of national income 
with reasonable accuracy. On the 
basis of these data, it is estimated 
the national income paid out during 
the first half of the calendar year 
1935 was between 5 and 10 per cent 
higher than the corresponding pe- 
riod of 1934.” 

Outstanding Changes Listed. 

Outstanding “qualitative changes” 
in the 1935 fiscal year, which the 
Cabinet member said were compar- 
able with its “quantitative gains,” 
were listed as:

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Fabulously Wealthy Indian 
Prince to Observe Jubilee 


Nizam of Hyderabad, Who Has Jewels Worth 
$2,000,000,000 in Underground Vaults, to Pro- 
vide 1000 Oxen and 10,000 Sheep for Feast. 


By the Associated Press. 

HYDERABAD, India, Dec. 23.— 
Croesus of the world’s money kings 
—his wealth surpassing even the 
fabulous fortunes of the Rockefel- 
lers, Fords and Andrew Mellon—the 
Nizam of Hyderabad expects to cele- 
brate his silver jubilee next month. 

As Premier Prince of India and 
according to the ancient tradition 
of his house the Nizam must feed 
the poor on festive occasions. So he 
has ordered that 1000 oxen and 10,- 
000 sheep be slaughtered and roast- 
ed for the jubilee. 

The Nizam has 50 marble palaces 
and on state occasions rides in a 
coach of solid gold. But for private 
use he prefers a shabby, rattling ve- 
hicle of 1927 vintage. 

“He lives in almost Spartan sim- 
plicity,” said Sir Akbar Hydari, 
Minister of Finance. “Money has 
no meaning for him, although he 
knows how to manage it well.” 

Rules 14,000,000 Subjects. 

The Nizam, who rules over 14,000, 
000 subjects, has an income esti- 
mated variously from $2,500,000 to 
$50,000,000 a year and in his under- 
ground vaults, deep below his pal- 
ace, he reputedly has $250,000,000 in 


gold bars stowed away—and an ad- 
ditional! $2,000,000,000 worth of preci- 
ous stones, mostly diamonds and 
rubies. 

By comparison, the fortune of 
John D. Rockefeller Jr., has been 
‘estimated, from income tax returns, 
at anywhere from  $250,000,000 to 
$600,000,000 while other estimates 
have placed the combined fortunes 
of Henry Ford and his son, Edsel, 
at $1,000,000,000—less than half the 
value of the Nizam’'s jewels alone. 

Tales of the Nizam’s “thriftiness”’ 
are widespread in India. He is said 
to dislike parties because of the ex- 
pense, and scribbles invitations to 
dinner on slips of paper torn from 
the backs of old envelopes. 

No suit of clothes or pair of shoes, 
according to legend, is finally dis- 
carded by the Nizam until it has 
been inspected by him and person- 
ally pronounced beyond repair. 

On one occasion, it is said, he 
asked for ice cream at a race meet- 
ing, but when told how much it 
cost he stormed at the vender and 
refused to buy. 

Came to Wedding in Old Auto. 

At his wedding in 1906, it is re- 
lated, the state army was drawn up 
with all the pomp and panoply of 


the East, awaiting his arrival. Then 
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guns boomed, the soldier stif- 
ae to attention, the great crowd 
craned their necks to watch the 
Nizam appear on a jewel-bedecked 
elephant as befitting an exalted po- 
tentate and the world’s richest man. 
But the Nizam did not appear 
on an elephant. Instead, onto the 
parade ground, coughing and 
wheezing, came a battered old car. 
Inside it was the Nizam—grinning 
broadly! 

Yet for all these stories, he is 
noted for his philanthropy, and dur- 
ing the great war he was the 
largest single donor to the British 
war fund with a gift of $100,000,000. 

His treasure vaults, to which he 
carried the only key strung around 
his neck, have but one entrance—a 
secret door in his own bedroom. 

Actually, he has not idea how 
much he owns. A special staff, ap- 
pointed to take an inventory of his 
possessions, has been working for 
many months to find out. 


Treasure Hidden in Cave. 


Deep in the mountain forests of 
Hyderabad, he is reputed to have. a 
secret reserve of even greater pro- 
portions than the stock “on hand”— 
hidden in a cave whose location is 
known only to himself and a heredi- 
tary keeper. 

The Nizam is the only Indian 
Prince with the title “Exalted High- 
ness”"—in recognition of his war- 
time generosity to Britain. Other 
Princes are merely highnesses. 

Now 50 years old, he is an early 
riser. Up at 5 a. m., he works un- 
ceasingly at governmental  prob- 
lems in the largest state under the 
British flag. Easily accessible, he 
sees anyone, beggar or prince, seek- 
ing an audience. 7 

He reportedly has 600 motorcars 
and a train always waiting, with 


steam up, so that he can be away 
ae Be 


at a minute’s notice to some part 
of his realm. 

Traveling, he takes a retinue of 
300 courtiers, state officials and 
servants. His harem _ reportedly 
numbers 150, including 35 senior 
begums. 

Precious stones sparkle on the 
door handles of his palace, and the 
furnishings are heavily interwoven 
with gold, much of which comes 
from his famous Golconda mine.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—A pro- 
vision for increased purchases of 
United States wheat by the Nether- 
lands Government, provided the 
price meets foreign competition, is 
included in the reciprocal trade 
treaty signed last Friday by the 
two nations. . 

Details of the treaty, which be- 
comes effective Feb. 1, were made 
public yesterday. It provides for 
mutual tariff concessions, involving 
duty reductions on some commodi- 
ties, guarantees to “bind” or main- 
tain other commodities on free 
lists, and commitments not to in- 
crease duties on still others. 

The Netherlands agreed to buy 
annually a quantity of wheat equiv- 
alent to at least 5 per cent of its 
annual domestic consumption. This 
applies to both wheat flour and 
milling wheat. During the last two 
years, it was estimated, the United 
States has suppied only 2 per cent 
of Holland’s consumption. 

The State Department’s analysis 
of the new agreement said prevail- 
ing tariffs in the Netherlands’ “are 
so low that they do not constitute 
serious obstacles to our trade,” but 
it added that emergency trade con- 
trols applied there have operated to 
restrict American imports. 

Together, the Netherlands in Eu- 
rope and the Dutch Indies bound 
present tariffs on 55 commodities, 
14 of which are now on the free 
lists, and reduced or bound import 
fees on others. The agreement also 
allotted minimum annual import 
quotas on 28 items. Most of these 
quotas, the State Department said, 
represent substantial increases over 
present import restrictions. 

In return, the United States 
granted duty reductions on 41 
Dutch products and bound on its 
free list 22 others. The total of 
such concessions, it was said, rep- 
resents 32 per cent of this nation’s 
1934 imports from Holland. 


CENTRAL TRADES UNION

William J. Fitzmaurice, presi- 
dent; William M. Brandt, executive 
secretary, and John Rossfeld, treas- 
urer, were re-elected without op- 
position. Mrs. Mary E. Ryder, vice- 
president, was also re-elected, de- 
feating Charles Blome.

Dillmon, Raymond Joyce and John 
Rollings ‘were elected trustees. 
Members of the legislative and laws 
committees were also chosen. 

The organization voted to appeal 
to Parent-Teacher associations for 
co-operation in obtaining the repeal

labor unions. Members of the 
Board of Education have stated a 
majority favored repeal of the rule, 
but that they preferred to have it 
eliminated by court action. The 
Central Trades resolution was on 
behalf of Local Union 420, Ameri- 
can Federation of Teachers. 

Delegates to the meeting  in- 
structed Secretary Brandt to find 
means of raising funds to carry the 
recent contempt conviction of Jo- 
seph Morris, leader of the Washing- 
ton County tiff miners’ strike last 
August, to the Missouri Supreme 
Court. Morris was fined $50 on 
conviction of criminal contempt for 
criticising Circuit Judge E. M. 
Dearing of Potosi, Mo., in strike 
speeches. 


$5,000,000 CHRISTMAS GIFT

Dartmouth’s ‘‘Twelfth Man’’ 


Princeton Game Voted QOddest 


Sports Occurrence for Season 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Dec. 23.—The 


oddest happening of the year on 


any field of American sport was the volunteer appearance of a spec- 
tator as a “twelfth man” in Dartmouth’s- football lineup against 
é 


Princeton. 


This, at least, is the conclusion 
drawn from the fifth annual Asso- 
ciated Press poll of sports experts, 
who gave this particular oddity 
wide preference over all other un- 
usual developments of 1935. 

The incident had an appropriate 
setting. Playing in a raging snow- 
storm, Dartmouth was being 
pushed all over the soggy gridiron 
by the ferocious attack of the Tig- 
ers. Backed up against their own 
goal line, late in the game, the 
Indians needed help. 


As Prificeton called signals on 
third down, with scarcely a yard to 
go for a touchdown, a spectator 
leaped from the _ stands, raced 
across the end zone and took a 
place in the Dartmouth line before 
officials could stop him or the 
play. 

The Tigers, somewhat startled, 
executed their line smash uncer- 
tainly and failed to score. The 
“twelfth man” was summarily _re- 
moved and Princeton then scored. 

Dispute Over Identity. 
A dispute over the identity of the 


spectator enlivened the aftermath. 
A Rahway (N. J.) lunchwagon em- 
ploye claimed the distinction, but 
broke down on the way to the 
Yale-Princeton game as a guest of 
the Yales, and admitted he wasn’t 
the right man. 

Here’s another version of the 
extra-man situation: During the 
Susquehanna-Pennsylvania Military 
College football game, Susquehan- 
na’s quarter back noticed his side 
had 12 men on the field. He ran 
a play to the sidelines and the ex- 
tra Man grabbed a seat on the 
bench. 

Golf’s oddest, most spectacular 
contribution to the 1935 novelties 
was Gene Sarazen’s “double eagle” 
in the Augusta invitation tourna- 
ment. 

Sarazen, needing birdies on three 
of the last four holes to tie Craig 
Wood, got their equivalent with one 
shoe when he holed out a 220-yard 


spoon wallop for a deuce on the 
par-five fifteenth hole. Par on the 
last three holes enabled Sarazen 
to clinch the deadlock. He beat 
Wood in the playoff the next day. 
Won and Lost Same Game. 

Pitching for both sides at inter- 
vals in an exhibition ball game 
Dizzy Dean contributed to one of 
baseball’s oddities by getting credit 
for victory as well as being charged 
with defeat. 

Another baseball happening was 
described as follows by the sports 
editor of the Albuquerque (N. M.) 
Journal: 


“In a Sunday game between two 


small town teams in Southern New 
Mexico, the bases were full. The 
batter rolled to the pitcher, who 
fielded the ball, and tossed to the 
Plate for a force-out. The batter 
‘on deck’ stepped into the batters’ 
box and hammered the throw over 
the fence. 

“Five runs crossed the plate. 
Officials went into a huddle, emerg- 
ing some munutes later. with this 
decision: Runner from third, out; 
batter (the home run hitter), out. 
Result, a near riot in the stands.”

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HUTCHINSON RATED 


AS JUNIOR JOE LOUIS 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 23—A 
small edition of Joe Louis looms on 
the fistic horizon in the person of 
Johnny Hutchinson, slim, solemn- 
faced North Philadelphia Negro, 
who meets Tony Strazzerri of 
Frankford in an eight-round bout at 
the Arena Christmas afternoon. 

Hutchinson, a featherweight, is 
an alumnus of the amateur wars. 
He is being touted as a successor 
to Kid Chocolate and George Dixon, 
rated tops among the smaller Ne- 
gro fighters. 

The North Philly lad is unbeaten 
in eight pro fights. He is trained 
by Gene Buffalo, a nephew of Jack 
Blackburn, the man behind the 
scenes in Joe Louis’ sensational 
climb. Buffalo, a former fighter, 
learned the rudiments of the game 
from Blackburn. 

Hutchinson has caught the fancy 
of those who have seen him in ac- 
tion.

TOKIO, Dec. 23.—The Japanese 
Government has been discussing 
with Chinese leaders “the general 
principle of Chinese-Japanese co- 
operation to prevent a spread of 
Communist influence” in China’s 
northern territories, a Foreign Of- 
fice spokesman disclosed today. 

The spokesman said such Com- 
munist influence was not necessar- 
jy synonomous with Soviet Russia, 


githough his disclosure followed 
statements by militarists indicating 
the army in Japanese-advised Man- 
choukuo had begun a campaign for 
pressure on Soviet-dominated outer 
Mongolia. 

The Chinese-Japanese conversa- 
tions have been limited thus far to 
discussion of the. principle of anti- 
the For- 
eign Office representative said, and 
have not touched on details. 


Acceptance in Principle. 


The asserted Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek, dictator of the 
Central Chinese “Government, had 
“accepted in principle” the general 
thesis of such Chinese-Japanese co- 
operation, but that the talks had 
not reached the stage of consider- 
ing whether it should take the form 
of a military alliance and what ter- 
ritories should be involved. 

The spokesman said Soviet news- 
papers, possibly because they knew 
such talks were in progress, were 
printing anti-Japanese matter, in- 
flaming anti-Japanese feeling. 

He said this feeling had reached 
such intensity at Khabarovsk that a 
member of the Japanese Consulate- 
General was recently stoned and 
hat it was unsafe for members of 
the Consulate-General to appear in 
the streets. 

The Japanese Government has 
protested against the alleged ston- 
ing to Moscow. 

Campaign in Mongolia. 

The spokesman said he had no 
knowledge of any plans by the Jap- 
anese army in Manchoukuo to Car- 
ty out a campaign of military pres- 
sure on outer Mongolia. 

Statements by Japanese militar- 
ists, both in Tokio and in Hsinking, 
apjital of Manchoukunv, indicated 
the military forces had embarked 
definitely on such a movement, with 
or without the consent of the Tokio 
Government. 

The militarists attributed the 
campaign to a delimiting of the 
“ambiguous” boundary between 
Manchoukuo and Mongolia, and the 
recent border clash at the frontier

Legislative Council 
Set Up in Palestine 


Arabs Allotted 14 of 28 Seats, Jews 7 and Brit- 
ish 7—High Commissioner to Have 
Wide Veto Powers. 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 23.—(Palcor 
Agency.)—The Government issued 
an official communique last night 
prociaiming the establishment of a 
legislative council and entrusting 
Sir Arthur Grenfell Wauchope, Brit- 
ish High Commissioner for Pales- 
tine, with wide veto powerg over 


the new assembly. 

The communique says that if any 
section of the Palestinian popula- 
tion refuses to participate in the 
elections of members of the council, 
the High Commissioner is empow- 
ered to nominate British officials 
or other representatives to sit on 
the council. 

This clause was considered sig- 
nificant in view of the rejection by 
Jewish leaders of the Government’s 
proposals, and the statement made 
earlier in the day by Dr. Chaim 
Weizmann, president of the World 
Zionist Organization and the Jew- 
ish Agency for Palestine, that the 
Jewish community would not par- 
ticipate in the establishment of the 
legislative council. 

The Government’s statement says 
that no revision or redistribution of 
the allotment of seats on the coun- 
cil will be contemplated in the first 
five years of its existence. The 
council will have 28 members, of 
which 14 will be Arabs and seven 
Jews, and the remainder British. 
This division was based on the pop- 
ulation ratio of the various. ele- 
ments in the country. There are 
about 350,000 Jews and _ 750,000 
Arabs in Palestine. 

The counci] will normally extend 


sit for three months annually. In 
the elections for the first council 
all Palestinians, including persons 
who have resided in the country 
for two years or more, will be 
eligible to vote. Only Palestinian 
citizens will, however, be entitled to 
vote for subsequent councils. 

Members of the legislative assem- 
bly will be entitled to introduce all 
but fiscal measures, which are to 
be presented only by the Govern- 
ment. While they will have the 
power to criticise the Government’s 
policies and make inquiries regard- 
ing its actions, the council’s scope 
of discussion will be subject to limi- 
tations arising out of international 
obligations of the British Govern- 
ment. 

The Jewish Agency for Palestine 
is recognized by Great Britain, the 
mandatory power, and the League 
of Nations as the supreme body in 
the administration of Jewish af- 
fairs relating to Palestine. 

Dr. Weizmann said the Arabs, 
who have repeatedly rejected offers 
of peace by the Jews, are certain 
to exploit the legislative council for 
the purpose of hindering Jewish 
progress. 


The Jewish Telegraph Agency 
said the question of votes for wom- 
en added a new complication to the 
situation. Arab leaders, who yes- 
terday withheld their reply to the 
proposal, made known objections 
to permitting women to vote for 
council delegates. They said Arab 
women would not gain enfranchise- 
ment, presumably because they

KING GEORGE REDUCES 
CHRISTMAS SPENDING 


Cost of Jubilee 
Forces Him to Make 


Curtailment.

LONDON, Dec. 22.—Apart from 
court mourning occasioned by the 
death of the King’s sister, Princess 
Victoria, the reyal Christmas party 
at Sandringham will be shorn of 
some of its glories; for, owing to 
the immense expenditure which 
Jubilee Year has entailed, a cur- 
tailment in the King’s expenses has 
become necessary. 

Recently Sir Ralph Harwood was 
appointed financial) adviser to King 
George—an entirely new post. The 
holder of it will have to plan such 
economies in the management of 
the royal establishment as will en- 
able the King in the coming year 
to make up out of the royal rev- 
enues from the state the consid- 
erable amount the King had to pro- 
vide out of his private resources to 
meet personal expenses in connec- 
tion with the various jubilee cele- 
brations. 

To Try to Supplant Flowers. 

This year the cost of the Christ- 
mas decorations at Sandringham 
will be reduced from the normal 
£2000 to about £500. The usual floral 
decorations in the large entrance 
hall, where the walls are covered 
from floor to ceiling with rare and 
costly blooms, will be without floral 
decorations of any kind this year. 
Holly and ivy will be used, and 
there will be no floral decorations 
on the walls of the main staircases; 
but the usual beautiful scheme of 
floral decoration in the main din- 
jng room will remain, and it will 
cost more than £300, 

The expense of fhe Christmas 
tree for the servants, one of the 
features of the Sandringham fes- 
tivities, will be greatly reduced this 
Christmas; this is being done with 
the consent of the servants who 
are fully aware of the necessity for 
cutting expenses this year. 

The normal cost of the Christmas 
tree is £1500; there are usually 400 
gifts on the tree for the servants, 
costing about £4 each. The gifts 
this year will cost about £1 each. 

Rulers Buy Cheaper Gifts. 

There will be a considerable cut 
in the value of the Christmas gifts 
given by the king and queen to their 
intimate friends. These gifts num- 
ber 20 and <0. The average cost of 
each gift is between £30 and £40. 
This year the cost will be not more 
than £10 a gift. 

The general circle,of the sov- 
ereigns’ acquaintances will as usual 
receive Christmas cards. 

The party that will gather togeth- 
er at Sandringham this year, al- 
though it will include thé King’s 
three married sons and their wives, 
will not be as large as the one last 
year.

FARM VALUE OF TOBACCO CROP 
IN 1935 PUT ATF $249,000,000 


This Includes $11,000,000 in AAA 
Payments; Average Price 18.5 
Cents a Pound,

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—An 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration report estimates farm in- 
come from the 1935 tobacco crop at 
$249,351,000, including $11,872,000 in 
benefit payments. 

The actual farm value of $237,- 
479,000 compared with $107,776,000 
for the 1932 crop. 

The AAA says the farm value of 
this year’s crop is about $13,770,000 
fabove that of the 1934 crop and 
that it is estimated that production 
this year exceeded that in 1934 by 
about 238,000,000 pounds. 

The average price for all types of 
tobacco this year is put at 18.5 
cents a pound, compared with 21,4 
cents a pound in 1934 and 10:5 cents 
in 1932. 

Benefit payments in 1934 totaled 
$41,277,548. This year’s production 
is estimated at 1,283,742,000 pounds.

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TWO MEMBERS OF CABINET 
IN YUGOSLAVIA RESIGN 


Also Step Out. 
By the Associated Press. 

BELGRADE, Yugo-Slavia, Dec. 
23. — The Government of Premier 
Milan Stoyadinovitch headed into 
new difficulties last night with the 
resignation of Milosh Bobitch, Min- 
ister of Public Works, and Marko 
Komnenovitch, Minister of Physical 
Training. 

The Premier promptly appointed 
Marko Kosulc as Minister of Public 
Works and Dragisa Zvetkovitch as 
Minister of Physical Training. The 
appointments were approved by the 
Regent Prince Paul, but political 
observers believed more _ trouble 
was ahead for the Government. 
Leaders of the old Serb Radical 
party were insisting that Stoyadin- 
ovitch himself get out. 

Apparently the Premier had a 
narrow margin of support in Par- 
liament. But for political backing 
he was depending on a coalition of 
parties, and this showed no great 
disposition to stick together for his 
sake. Sanctions against Italy, 
which upset Yugoslavian markets 
and clamoring Croats, who want 
autonomy, were among the chief of 
the Premier’s difficulties. A new 
embarrassment was the violent 
anti-Slav propaganda in Bulgaria, 
where the Bulgarian revolutionist, 
Damya Vecheff, is being tried se- 
cretly for alleged complicity in a 
plot to seize the Bulgarian Govern- 
ment last October. 


COLORADO RIVER COMPACT 
A FAILURE, SAYS COMMITTEE 


Weakness Is That It Did Not Ap- 
portion Water Among States 
Individually. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Fail- 
ure of the Santa Fe compact to set- 
tle the “basic controversies” in- 
volved in the Colorado River prob- 
lem has been reported to President 
Roosevelt, the National Resources 
Committee announced yesterday. 

The committee said the compact 
had proved a “disappointment” to 
proponents of the compact method 
of settling interstate problems. 
Joining in the report were Ickes, 
Dern, Wallace, Roper and Perkins, 
Cabinet members, Relief Adminis- 
trator Harry L. Hopkins and Fred- 
eric A. Delano, Charles E. Merriam 
and Wesley C. Mitchell. 

They singled out as the funda- 
mental weakness in the Santa Fe 
compact its failure to apportion the 
waters of the Colorado among the 
several states individually, and told 
of the possibility of “a new period 
of negotiation, probably reverting 
to a discussion of the entire prob- 
lem of the Colorado River anew.” 


STATE WPA ADMINISTRATOR 
REPORTS ON WORK PROVIDED 


Says 82,000 of 97,000 Employables 
on Relief Rolls Last May Have 
Jobs. 

The Works Progress Adminis- 
tration has provided jobs for 82,000 
of the 97,000 employable - persons 
who were on the relief rolls in Mis- 
souri last May. Matthew S. Murray, 
State WPA Administrator, said yes- 
terday during the Community Fo- 
rum period on station KSD. 

This number, he said, was 8500 
more than the quota originally fixed 
for the WPA. Of the $58,000,000 
allotted to Missouri for PWA and 
WPA work, he, said, $20,000,000 has 
been made available for WPA un- 
dertakings. 

Murray mentioned as one out- 
standing WPA activity the indexing 
of census records which has em- 
ployed about 3000 white collar work- 
ers in St. Louis.

UARDENAS SAYS 
UALLES 1S NOT A 
THREAT TO NATION 


Tells 80,000 Workers and 
Peasants, Massed in 
Front of Palace, Expul- 


sion Is Unnecessary. 


By the Associated Press, 

MEXICO, D. F., Dec. 23.—Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas told 80,000 
cheering workers yesterday that 
Mexico’s Government, supported by 
its army and solid’ masses of work- 
ers and peasants, sees no threat to 
its program or to the nation in the 
presence of Gen. Plutarco Elias 
Calles, former President of Mex- 
ico. The workers massed in front 
of the National Palace to demand 
Calles’ expulsion from Mexico, but 
Cardenas told them that was un- 
necessary. 

“Gen. Calles presents no problem 
to the Government,” Cardenas said. 
“He attempted, through a statement 
in the American press, to gain the 
sympathy of that people and the 
intervention of that Government. 

“But the American Government 
will not intervene in Mexico. It 
knows that Calles came back and 
is attempting to form a political 
party solely to protect him and his 
own interests.” 

Cardenas said the Government 
would confiscate one of Calles’ 
haciendas and divide the proceeds 
among farmers. 

“An End to Exploitation.” 

Mexico, he said, has “put an end 
to the exploitation of the nation’s 
wealth by Calles’ friends.” 

Before Cardenas spoke, the work- 
ers. paraded through heavily guard- 
ed streets, carrying derisive ban- 
ners and cartoons of the one-time 
dictator. 

Four hundred soldiers guarded 
Calles’ home and police armed with 
bayonets and rifles patrolled the 
main streets. 

Cardenas addressed the throng 
after reviewing the demonstration 
from a balcony of the palace, and 
frankly carried into the open na- 
tional political problems which pre- 
viously had been discussed only in 
whispers. 

Warning the people “not to be- 
lieve what Calles said in announc- 
ing the formation of a _ political 
party which is designed only for 
the protection of created interests,” 
Cardenas declared Calles and his 
group “have completed their his- 
torical mission and have given the 
Mexican people what they wanted 
to give.” 

“What the nation needs now,” he 
shouted, “is men,who are not worn 
out and corrupt.” 

“The Government will fulfill its 
promises to the workers and to the 
nation, and if created interests are 
injured that does not matter!” 

As Cardenas finished, the crowd 
joined in one unanimous “viva 
Cardenas!” 

Labor Leaders Assail Calles. 

Previously labor leaders assailed 
Calles as a representative of Amer- 
ican capital and of reactionary, 
clerical and Fascist interests. 

Lombardo Toledano, a labor or- 
ganizer who has been accused of 
planning a communistic uprising, 
lescribed the Mexican people as 
“enslaved, illiterate and sodden 
with alcohol.” 

He denied that Communists were 
planning direct action and praised 
Cardenas as “the first honest Pres- 
ident in Mexico.” 

The demonstrators carried ban- 
ners demanding the expulsion from

Largest Net From New York for 
Year Was Above $4,000,000, 
Revenue Bureau Says.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—An Illi- 
nois resident reported a 1933 net in- 
come of more than $5,000,000, the 
largest in the United States, the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue an- 
nounced today.

1933 incomes, the Bureau lists none 
but the Illlinois taxpayer, whose 
identity was not revealed, as hav- 
ing reported a net income of “$5,- 
000,000 or over.” 

The largest net income for the 
year reported from New York was 
described as between $4,000,000 and 
$5,000,000; in Pennsylvania as be- 
tween $1,000,000 and $1,500,000; 
California $1,000,000 to $1,500,000; 
Massachusetts $2,000,000 to $3,000,- 
000. 

The second largest net income 
reported from Illinois was given 
as between $1,500,000 and $2,000,- 
000 and two between $1,000,000 
and $1,500,000 were cited.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 23.—Action 
of the Federal District Court for 
Eastern Wisconsin in quashing 
mail fraud indictments against Hal- 
sey, Stuart & Co., Inc., was permit- 
ted to stand today by the Supreme 
Court. It dismissed the appeal be- 
cause of lack of jurisdiction. The 
unanimous opinion was read by 
Chief Justice Hughes. 

Previously, Government  attor- 
neys had said it probably was too 
late to seek new indictments be- 
cause the time was limited by law. 

The indictments charged misuse 
of the mails in the sale of $2,500,000 
bonds of the Wardman Realty & 
Construction Co., of this city. It 
operated large apartments and ho- 
tels here. 

The Government contended the 
securities firm knew the Wardman 
interests were in an unstable finan- 
cial condition, and said the Ward- 
man company collapsed with more 
than $18,000,000 bonded indebted- 
ness.

FIGHT FOR a

IN STATE OF WAR 


Acting Successor to Presi- 
dent Gomez Sends 
Troops Against Rioting 
Revolutionary Factions.

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad, Dea, 
23.—Reports brought here by alir- 
plane today said a virtual state of 
| war existed in Venezuela, after sev~ 


eral days of rioting precipitated by 
the death of President Juan Vi- 
cente Gomez. 

A bitter struggle for the power 
Gomez held for 27 years has thrown 
the country into turmoil. Caracas, 
the capital, where acting President 
Eleazar Lopez Contreras and the 
rest of the Gomez Cabinet are mak- 
ing a stand against insurrection, 
was reported virtually in a state of 
siege. Lopez, who is also Minister 
of War, rushed “troops here and 
there to put down disturbances. 

One major aspirant to the presi- 
dency already is dead. Gen. Eusto- 
quio Gomez, cousin of the late dic- 
tator, was shot in a revolver fight 
in the Governor's office. 

Others, however, continued to stir 
up feeling against the new Govern- 
ment. From Valencia, Merida, Cue 
mana and other cities rioting was 
reported. Many of the younger 
Gomez’ followers had “died of 
wounds.” 

In Caracas, revolutionaries burned 
two theaters owned by a friend of 
the dead dictator and destroyed the 
office of the newspaper El Nuevo 
Diario. The damage was estimat- 
ed at about $200,000. 

In an effort to conciliate the pop- 
ulation, President Lopez announced 
a $6,000,000 subsidy for the coffee 
industry and broad public works 
program. The works were to in- 
clude establisment of a new water 
supply for Maracaibo and of a mod- 
ern seaside resort at Macuto for 
the people of Caracas. 

Described as one of the most hat- 
ed politicians of the 27-year reign 
of Gen. Juan Vicente Gomez, Eus- 
toquio killed Gov. Mata y Illas of 
Caracas in 1907 during a drunken 
debauch. He was found guilty, but 
the conviction later was reversed on 
appeal probably because of his re 
lationship to the dictator.

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LETTERS FROM THE PEOPLE 


Extending Dr. Moulton’s Remarks. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

S REPORTED in your paper Dec. 4, 
Apr. Moulton, president of the Brook- 
ings Institution, said: “The greatest prob- 
lem confronting business managers in 
modern times is not production, but dis- 
tribution.” Since Dr. Moulton closes an 
excellent 10-point conclusion by saying: 
“The successful operation of the eco- 
nomic system requires that back of each 
new unit of productive power there be 
placed a corresponding unit of consum- 
ing power,” it is clear that the word “dis- 
tribution” in the first quotation above has 
been inappropriately used for “consump- 
tien.” It must be conceded that we are 
not lacking in the physical means of dis- 
tribution. We have the most efficient 
transportation system any country has 
ever known. Where the demand exists, 
goods in almost unlimited quantities can 
be transported with the greatest dispatch. 
Consumption then is the great problem of 
our time, the finding of widespread and 
intensive markets for our goods. This is 
generally so stated by Dr. Moulton, whose 
conclusions would appear to be the most 
sound yet presented by any economist of 
prestige. 

Nevertheless, conclusions, however per- 
_tinent and logical, may be said to butter 
no bread. Time after time has it been 
ealled to our attention that an advanced 
degree of business activity demands a 
broad and intensive market. And, supple- 
mentary to this, Dr. Moulton states that 
we have not yet reached a stage in our 
economic evolution at which it is possible 
to provide adequate standards of living 
for everybody. Nor have we ever reached 
this stage. The wants of masses of men 
are never even remotely realized. While 
it is too much to hope that this condition 
will be attained, there is a vast frontier 
ahead in a partial realization which may 
far transcend our present pitifully inade- 
quate demand for goods. Dr. Moulton 
concludes that the trouble lies mainly in 
both a shortage of total income and an 
unequal distribution of such income as 
may prevail from time to time. 

All must understand and concede the 
logic of the facts set forth by Dr. Moul- 
ton, It is a truism that there exists a 
vast potential demand never adequately 
realized, and that in proportion as this 
demand is satisfied do we advance to- 
ward a higher degree of civilization. 

Since the status quo has been fully dem- 
onstrated by Dr. Moulton, the question 
naturally arises, What can be done about 
it? Or can anything be done without so 
revamping our existing social order as to 
make it wholly unacceptable to the Amer- 
ican principles of liberty? For it is clear 
that there must be put into effect a sys 
tem of economic planning far more rigid 
and extensive than that attempted by the 
present administration. This is a mere 
makeshift with its schemes of restricted 
production which Dr. Moulton says can 
lead only to “national impoverishment.” 

And whatever the administration hag 
done in this way is mild as compared 
with restrictions placed upon production 
by private industry when profits are no 
longer available. Factories are closed and 
millions of men are thrown out of em- 
ployment, when goods can no longer be 
sold at a profit. Notwithstanding the lip 
service of industry's great leaders, here is 
a stigma attached to our economic regime 
which they are unable successfully to 
combat. Doubtless those of us who would 
wish to see the needs of the masses more 
fully satisfied, who would wish to see 
poverty in a great measure eliminated, 
are idealists. Doubtless we are thinking 
in terms of conditions far ahead of our 
times. Nevertheless, the road lies in the 

direction of less individual freedom and 
more co-operation, less private initiative 
and more consideration of our fellow men.

A Criticism of Unionism. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ee HAS come to the writer’s attention 
that there is 10 weeks’ work for 12 or 
15 men in one of our downtown stores, 
which cannot be done during the hours 
the store is open. The men are willing 
to do this work from 6 Pp. m., working 
eight hours each evening and night, re- 
ceiving full scale wages of $1.25 per hour. 
but are not allowed to do so on account 
of union rules, which require that they 
receive double pay for overtime. 

Was this ruling placed in the by-laws 
to prevent men from working, or to pro- 
tect the hours for the men, that they 
may get more work? In the above-men- 
tioned case, these men need the work and 
need it very badly. Wouldn't it be a 
fine Christmas present for their families 
if they were allowed to do this job, which 
will not be done unless it is done at night? 

The writer is a stanch supporter of 
unionism, but conditions and circum- 
stances should be taken into considera- 
tion. There certainly is very little paint- 
ing going on at this season of the year. 
The union should reconsider its actions. 
and not deprive these men of work, which 
they need so badly, 


REALITIES OF THE MEMORIAL PROJECT. 


The news from Washington is that through the 
signing of an executive order designating a section 
of the river front as a national park, President Roose- 
velt has made possible an early start on the project- 
ed memorial to Thomas Jefferson and the Western 
pioneers. It is the plan for the Federal Government, 
out of money currently available for public works, to 
put up $6,750,000 toward the total cost of the project, 
and for the city to contribute $2,250,000 out of the 
$7,500,000 bonds voted by the city last September. 
The total thus “put into the hat,” as the Mayor has 
phrased it, will be $9,000,000, The respective contri- 
butions by the Federal Government and the city 
will be in the 3-to-1 ratio prescribed by the bond 
issue enabling act passed by the State Legislature. 

Lest the arrangement be hailed as insuring the 
success of the $30,000,000 memorial project, a word 
of caution is necessary. It will be seen, on a realistic 
examination of the announcement from Washington, 
that the project has taken quite a different turn 
from that which the people expected it would take 
when the city’s bonds were voted. The bonds were 
approved on the assumption that all or nearly all of 
the $7,500,000 would be used for the acquisition of 
the chosen site, and that on top of this the Federal 
Government would put up $22,500,000, of which from 
$10,000,000 to $15,000,000 would be made available, 
from the existing $4,880,000,000 works fund, for the 
first year’s work on the project, The city officials 
who dealt with the Government believed that they 
had a sufficient commitment from Messrs. Ickes and 
Hopkins to satisfy the terms of the enabling act and 
to warrant the city administration in asking for the 
passage of the bond issue, They acted, we have 
no doubt, in good faith. It would be tedious to re- 
view all that has happened to defeat their expecta- 
tions, but the upshot of it was the recent order by 
Attorney-General Cummings ruling that the Presi- 
dent could not pledge the city $22,500,000 and telling 
the city that it would have to go to Congress. 

A way has now been found, through a liberal con- 
struction of a law previously overlooked by sponsors 
of the memorial project, whereby it is expected the 
site will be acquired and cleared. But it.ought to 
be realized that the picture is markedly different 


Had the sponsors’ original plan been carried out, 
the site would have been acquired with the city’s 
$7,500,000 and the Government would have proceeded 
to spend, in the year immediately follgwing, all that 


could usefully be spent. in putting en to work. 
Estimate’ of this latter sum ran all the way from 
$10,000,000 to an over-optimistic $15,000,000. Let us 
say that $12,000,000 could have been spent. That, 
with the city’s contribution, would have brought the 
project two-thirds of the way to completion, and the 
idea was that Congress could be relied upon to sup- 
ply the balance when needed. 

The difference between that set-up and the pres- 
ent is that whereas the city, under the former, count- 
ed upon an expenditure of some $20,000,000 without 
action by Congress, it can now count definitely only 
upon $9,000,000. There is this further important 
difference: under the original plan, all the Govern- 
ment’s contribution for the year—some $12,000,000— 
was to go toward providing jobs. Under the present 
plan, the cost of the site is to come out of the $9,000,- 
000 joint pot, leaving, it is estimated, only. from 
$2,000,000 to $2,500,000 for jobs. 

The point we would make is that all the city can 
count upon with certainty is $9,000,000. It is said 
that Congress will make further appropriations, but 
realism compels consideration of the possibility that 
for some time to come these appropriations, if any, 
will be small, It will be recalled that when the me- 
morial project was first broached, Congress set its 
face against an appropriation, consenting only to the 
creation of a commission to formulate plans. More- 
over, it is certain that the next session—and justi- 
fiably so—will face an insistent demand for national 
economy and retrenchment, 

The conclusion follows that upon the city admin- 
istration rests the strict duty of so planning the me- 
morial project as to obviate any danger of the city’s 
being left with a ruin on its hands, or an uncomplet- 
ed structure like the Free Bridge, which stood like a 
scarecrow for years and made St. Louis the laugh- 
ing stock of the country. Common prudence demands 
a plan that can be adapted to the necessities of the 
case, a plan that can be brovwght to gradual comple- 
tion as the money may become available, but one that 
can be cut off short, without unhappy results, if the 
money runs out. 

Our. experience of the memorial project to date 
should teach us caution. Funds for a start on the 
project, as a means of relieving unemployment, hav- 
ing at last been promised, let those funds be spent, 
but let the basis of this and subsequent work be a 
plan taking full account of the fact that hopes of a 


$30,000,000 expenditure may be long deferred, or even 
disappointed altogether.

ILL-TIMED AS WELL AS ILL-ADVISED. 

The national officers of the Knights of Columbus 
have renewed the appeal of that organization for an 
official remonstrance by the United States against 
the religious situation in Mexico, This renewal takes 
the form of a letter to President Roosevelt, replying 
to his answer to the organization's first letter, which 
urged him to indorse the Borah resolution of pro- 
test. The order’s second letter charges the President 
with responsibility for the failure of American re- 
monstrance. ; 
As we pointed out early this year, when Senator 
Borah offered his resolution for formal action by the 
Senate, one may believe wholeheartedly in religious 
freedom for all persons without agreeing that an 
official protest by the United States against a domes- 
tic policy in Mexico is either wise or justified. 
Should the United States remonstrate officially 
against an internal situation in Mexico, it would log- 
ically be required to take similar action with respect 
to Russia, Germany, Italy and other countries where- 
in civil rights have been placed under far more se- 
vere restrictions. : 

The position of the national officers of the Knights 
of Columbus, as a matter of fact, is not supported by 
all Catholics. Cardinal Mundelein, one of the four 
Catholic churchmen of that rank in the United States, 
made it plain in his introduction of President Rodse- 
velt at Notre Dame recently that no individual 
Catholic clergyman, organization or publication has 
the right to speak for all members of the church on 
political subjects. Addressing itself directly to the 
appeal for a remonstrance, the Record, official Cath- 
olic journal of the Diocese of Louisville, has come to 
the defense of the President. It takes the proper 
stand that the only persons who have a right to di- 
rect, correct or control the Mexican Government are 
the Mexican people themselves, and makes the perti- 
nent observation that neither the Catholics of Mexico, 
the Catholic clergymen of Mexico, the Pope nor the 
Catholic Bishops of the United States have called for 
an official protest. As this Catholic publication says, 
the President has adopted “the only attitude he could 
take without assuming to himself a divine right 
which he does not have.” 

Ill-advised at any time, a protest such as the 
Knights of Columbus again ask for would be par- 
ticularly ill-timed just now. No one knows what may 
come of the reported revolutionary movement of 
Calles, but certainly the course of the United States 
during a critical period in Mexico is to continue to 
adhere to the fullest to the good-neighbor policy 
which has blessed relations across the Rio Grande in 


recent years. 
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TWO CORONER’S JURY VERDICTS. ‘ 

Strange are the mental processes of Coroner’s 
juries. 

In the case of the death of John M. Barry, killed 
while riding with Elmer H, Oltman, a verdict of 
accident was returned. Oltman is reported as telling 
police that he and Barry had been drinking “a little 
bit of everything” at a Locust street saloon. They 
started west in Oltman’s machine and crashed into 
a light standard at Fourteenth and Locust. But for 
the light standard, they might have plowed into a 
group of young men and women who were standing 
at the corner waiting for a bus. 

In the case of the death of Wilmer Liebig, who 
died following a collision with a truck driven by 
Frank Viviano, the same Coroner’s jury returned a 
verdict of criminal carelessness. No evidence was 
presented to show that Viviano, who has been using 
his truck on a WPA job, was drunk or had been 
drinking. 

It may be that the Viviano verdict was the correct 
one; if so, we should like to have the jury explain 
what reasoning it employed to reach a verdict of 
accident in the Oltman case. 

The city is making an extraordinary effort to cut 
down traffic accidents, and it would seem that one 
of the most important aspects of that campaign 
should be the careful assessment of blame for fatal 
accidgnts that do happen by the first official body of 
inquiry, namely, the Coroner’s jury. 
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Will Benito find in his Christmas stocking the 
keys to Addis Ababa, London, Paris and Geneva? 
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THE BOUNDING MAIN. 

We have just learned that Verner W. Main, the 
Townsend-plan chap whom the Republicans of the 
third Michigan district have elected to Congress, was 
at one time president of the Battle Creek Chamber 
of Commerce. And we don’t know whether to be 
amused or appalled, and neither do you, 
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The United States has signed a reciprocal trade 
treaty with Holland. Again in Dutch? 
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DR. HUDSON FOR THE WORLD COURT. 

The American Nominating Committee at Geneva 
has nominated Dr. Manley O. Hudson, Bemis profes- 
sor of international law in the Harvard University 
Law School, to succeed former Secretary of State 
Frank B. Kellogg as a Judge of the Permanent Court 
of International Justice, commonly Known as the 
World Court, at Geneva. Since no other nominations 
have been made by other countries, there is every 
reason to believe that Dr. Hudson will be elected by 
the Assembly of the League of Nations when that 
body next meets. 

The choice is excellent. It is highly doubtful if 
there is another person in the United States so con- 
versant with the international matters that center at 
Geneva, In the years since the war, when not teach- 
ing international] law and organization at Harvard or 
writing books and articles on those subjects, he has 
been engaged in a variety of administrative duties 
for the League and its related agencies. With the 
scholarship of the world to draw on, the editors of 
the Encyclopedia of the Social Sciences selected him 
to write its articles on The Hague conferences, in- 
ternational legislation and the permanent courts of 
arbitration and international justice. 

As Dr. Hudson is a native of St. Peters, Mo., an 
alumnus of William Jewell College and a former 
member of the State university faculty, his nomina- 
tion for so important a post will be received with 
much interest and favor in Missouri. 
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The London naval conference, seeking to avert an 
armament race, might hire Popeye to take the sur- 
plus battleships apart as fast as they are built.

Engineers vs. Statesmen 


From an address delivered by Mr. Lipp- 
mann before the New York Academy of Medicine. 


HE most obvious triumphs of modern 

man, those which are most easily appre- 

ciated, are his great buildings, his great 
ships, his great machines, his great tunnels, 
dams, canals. Mankind has been profound- 
ly impressed with the contrast between the 
efficiency of these engineering works as 
compared with the inefficiency of statesmen, 
of financiers and of business men. The en- 
gineer, it seems, is able to achieve what he 
sets out to achieve. 

So the idea took hold that society might 
be run by engineers, might be deliberately 
constructed according to a plan and then 
operated as efficiently as a great machine; 
the idea that if only we could get rid of 
politicians and of competitive business men 
and turn society over to the engineers, a 
clean, orderly, efficient and gracious civiliza- 
tion would be brought into being, 

This vision, if you will remember, played 
an immense part in the early enthusiasm for 
Mr. Hoover. Around 1920, he was hailed by 
many as the ideal ruler of men because he 
was not a politician, but an engineer. 

There were several years, I should say 
roughly from the crash of 1929 to the end of 
1933, from the breakdown of prosperity to 
the beginning of recovery, when the ideal of 
an engineered and planned economy had al- 
most completely captured the imagination of 
the Western world. Everyone who raised his 
voice talked about planning something. The 
notion finally reached its grand climax, and 
its reductio ad absurdum, in the vogue of 
technocracy. 

« s 

The point I wish to make ig that the con- 
ception of government as a problem in en- 
gineering is a false and misleading concep- 
tion, that the image of the engineer is not a 
true image of a statesman, and that society 
cannot be planned and engineered as if it 
were a building, a machine or a ship. The 
reason the engineering image is a bad image 
in politics is very simple. The engineer deals 
with inanimate materials. The statesman 
deals with the behavior of persons. 

A mode of thought appropriate to the or- 
ganization of inanimate elements cannot be 
applied successfully to the organization of 
animate ones. The engincer who plans a 
building can calculate the weight which his 
steel will sustain. But he does not have to 
consider whether his girders and his bricks 
will renew their vitality from day to day and 
reproduce their kind from generation to gen- 
eration. Nor does he have to consider 
whether they will be willing to hang togeth- 
er in the structure into which he has put 
them, whether the girders, for example, will 
grow weary of supporting the bricks and be- 
gin to have purposes which he did not as- 
sign to them when he made his plan. 

The image of a planned and engineered 
society has the effect, I believe, of destroy- 
ing the intuitive feeling for what society ac- 
tually is and of the sense of touch in deal- 
ing with human affairs. The grosser conse 
quences of it are evident enough: in the su- 
preme impertinence with which Communist 
and Fascist states treat human beings as if 
they were inanimate materials to be fabri- 
cated by the dictators; in the ruthlessness 
with which they cut human nature to the 
shape they desire and nail together-in de- 
signs of their own. the living spirits of men. 

This notion that society can be engineered, 


‘ 
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planned, fabricated, as if men were inani- 
mate materials, becomes in its extremist 
manifestations a monstrous blasphemy 
against life itself. It can also take milder 
forms which merely produce temporary con- 
fusion and inconvenience, as in the fantas- 
tic attempts, now happily concluded, to write 
in three or four months some 500 codes for 
the detailed conduct of all business through- 
out continental America. 
. . - 


The man who approaches public life with 
a feeling for living organisms will not fall 
into the illusion of thinking he can plan or 
fabricate or engineer a human society. He 
will have the More modest aim of defend- 
ing it against the invasion of its enemies and 
of assisting it to maintain its own balance. 

Remembering that a society is an associa- 
tion of living persons, and not an arrange- 
ment of inanimate materials, he will never 
imagine that he can impose upon those liv- 
ing persOns and their descendants his pri- 
vate preferences. He will recognize that the 
function of government is not to decide how 
men shall live, what kind of men they shall 
be, what they shall spend their energies up- 
on. Government cannot direct the life of a 
society. Government cannot shape the des- 
tiny of the human race. 

There are some who think that govern- 
ment should use all its powers of coercion to 
make the social order correspond with their 
own ideal of a nobler and more satisfying 
social order. But this is as if a doctor dealt 
with a patient on the assumption that he 
must use drastic medicine if he finds that his 
patient is not as strong as Hercules, as beau- 
tiful as Apollo and as wise as Zeus. 

The sound physician, Istake it, is not at- 
tempting to make a superman out of his 
patient. He takes measures to protect him 
against the invasion of hostile bodies. He 
cultivates habits which improve his resist- 
ance. He intervenes with medicines and 
surgery when he thinks he can assist the pa- 
tient in recovering his own equilibrium. 

There are times, to be sure, when his pa- 
tient is prostrate and the doctor must be 
the master of his whole regime. But even in 
these times, the good doctor will be contin- 
ually seeking for ways, not to make a new 
man of his patient, but to encourage recup- 
erative powers which may at ldst enable the 
patient to walk again on his éwn feet. 


There is a vast difference between those 
who, as engineers dealing with inanimate 
materials, can dictate to-nature and those 
who, as physiciang dealing with living or- 
ganisms, must respect nature and assist her. 
Statesmen had better think of themselves as 
physicians who assist society than as engi- 
neers who plan and fabricate it. 

Society can be defended. Its adjustments 
can be facilitated. Its aches and pains can 
in some measure be relieved, But society 
is not and never will be a machine that can 
be designed, assembled, operated by those 


“who happen to sit in the seats of authority. 


To know this, to realize the ultimate limi- 
tations of government, and to abide by them, 
is to have that necessary humility which, 
though for the moment it is at a discount in 
many parts of the globe, is nevertheless the 
beginning of wisdom. Without it, men will 
use political power for ends that govern- 
ment cannot realize, and in the vanity of 
their delusions fall into all manner of 
cruelty, disorder and waste.

Work-Relief Probe. 


HE administration has been 
quietly tipped off -by friends 
on Capitol Hill that an investi- 
gation of Harry Hopkins and. his 
four billion dollar relief fund is 
due at the coming session.

In formulating their defense, 
WPA chiefs have divided the cri- 
ticism into four general classes. 
The criticisms plus the official 
answers follow: 

First charge—that large sums of 
money have been wasted on 
“boondoggling.” 

To this WPA replies with the fol- 
lowing accounting of how the $1,- 
100,000,000 allocated for work-relief 
activities is being spent: 

Ten per cent public buildings, 
schools, hospitals, courthouses. 
Thirty per cent city streets. 

Ten per cent country roads. 

Nine per cent water and sewer 
systems. 

Ten per cent parks 
grounds. 

Six per cent flood control. 

Six per cent sanitation and drain- 
age. 

Three per cent airports. 

Fifteen per cent for white collar 
jobs, artists, writers, musicians, 
actors, women, youths and the 
blind. 

Second charge—that partisan pol- 
itics has been prevalent in the dis- 
tribution of relief jobs. 

The WPAers answer this by cit- 
ing numerous orders issued from 
Washington demanding strict im- 
partiality on the part of the state 
and local officials. There is no 
doubt, however, that the WPA boys 
are treading on weak ground on 
this point. 

Third charge—that certain states 
were favored with more and larger 
allocations of relief projects. 

To this the Administrationites 
counter with the argument the dis- 
tribution of funds was made on the 
basis of need. That is, those states 
with the heaviest unemployed rolls 
were given a larger proportion of 
the available money. 

Fourth charge—that costs of ad- 
ministering the work program have 
been excessive. 

It is admitted that “in some 
spots’ this has been true. But it is 
hotly denied that this charge holds 
water for the program as a whole. 
WPA bosses say exact statistics are 
still unavailable, but contend that 
present figures indicate the average 
administrative cost will be less than 
10 per cent. This amount they say 
is moderate and compares favor- 
ably with the operating charges of 
private institutions.

Turkey and Cakes Make 


Second Appearance 


Leftovers of Every Kind May Be Used to Good 
Advantage by Thrifty 
Housewife. 


At least two features of Christ- 
mas festivity are good for reappear- 
ances during the week that follows, 
the turkey and the cakes. There 
may be vegetable left-overs, possibly 
mashed potatoes, or candied sweet- 
potatoes, and nearly always there 
are pieces of celery from the stalks 
that were served with the turkey 
dinner, There may be raisins or 
dates or figs, and, perhaps from 


Christmas stockings, nuts of one 
kind or another, which can be gath- 
ered up for table use instead of be- 
ing left for between-meals nibbling. 
And possibly there is cider. The 
Bureau of Home Economics of the 
United States Department of Agri- 
culture offers the following sugges- 
tions for using Christmas left-overs: 


Slice Cold Leftovers. 


The turkey will make its first 
reappearance, no doubt, in cold 
slices. But the possibilities after 
that are also interesting. The meat 
can be picked off the bones in 
small pieces and made into a most 
inviting scallop in this way: Mix 
the meat with stuffing and moisten 
with gravy or with a broth made 
from the bones and combined with 
a little stewed celery. Put the mix- 
ture in a baking dish, cover it with 
buttered bread crumbs, then put it 
in the oven to heat through and 
brown nicely on top. This same 
mixture cooked on top of the stove 
makes an extraordinarily good tur- 
key hash. 


Then there is turkey rizotto, made 
with rice and grated cheese, or if 
preferred, just turkey and rice with- 
out the cheese. For this pick off 
the meat and set it aside; then stew 
the bones in enough water to make 
about a quart of broth. In a large 
skillet cook a minced onion for a 
few minutes in butter or turkey fat 
if you have it. Add the broth and 
any left-over gravy that will fur- 
nish turkey flavor, and when this 
liquid boils up rapidly, sprinkle in 
slowly three-quarter cup of rice. 
Cover the skillet, simmer the rice 
for about 25 minutes, or until the 
grains swell and become soft. Shake 
the skillet from time to time to keep 
the rice from sticking, and if you 
need to stir it, lift it gently with a 
fork, so as not to break up the 
grains. By the time the rice is 
dcne it will have absorbed the broth, 
and the grains will be large and 
separate. Then add the small 
pieces of turkey, a cupful or more, 
and salt to taste, and stir in some 
finely chopped celery and parsley. 
For turkey rizotto turn the mixture 
out on a hot platter, and sprinkle 
generously with grated cheese—Par- 
mesan or some other cheese that is 
hard enough to grate. 


Curry of Turkey. 


A curry of turkey with rice is 
another combination that extends 
the flavor of the turkey in one of 
the less usual ways. For this com- 
bine small pieces of turkey meat 
with cooked shredded carrots, in a 
sauce made wth turkey broth, thick- 
ened slightly with flour ,and sea- 
soned with curry powder and a lit- 
tle cnion. This mixture may be 
served on a platter with a ring of 
rice. The dish may be varied by 
substituting grated fresh coconut 
for the carrots, or sprinkling the 
mixture with coconut. 

Other good turkey dishes are 
creamed turkey under a crust of 
mashed potatoes, like shepherd’s 
pie; turkey chop suey; turkey cro- 
quettes; and turkey pie or turn- 
overs. For the pastry use a very 
rich biscuit dough, and if there is 


cooked celery to the filling. 

Then of course there is turkey 
soup—made from the bones plus 
any last scraps of meat, and cooked 
with noodles, or macaroni, and per- 
haps . with tomatoes, carrots, 
onions, okra—any or all of these. 

Use Vegetables. 

The left-over vegetables come in 
nicely when cold turkey is served 
—the mashed potatoes made into 
cakes fried with a crisp brown

make a nice dish in any case. If 
there is left-over celery, it makes a 
good stew with tomatoes, or with 
carrots, and thus furnishes a third 
item in a very good dinner of 
Christmas left-overs. A casserole 
of mixed vegetables, creamed and 
baked with bread crumbs over the 
top is another good way to use 
vegetable left-overs too small in 
quantity to serve separately. 

The fruits and nuts that may be 
on hand are good in a dozen differ- 
ent kinds of salads or desserts. 
Nuts with diced apples make a 
Waldorf salad; or nut kernels may 
be tucked into dates or prunes and 
served with a ball of cream cheese 
on crisp lettuce. Or nuts, dates and 
figs may be ground up together 
and made into a ball to fill the cen- 
ter of half a canned peach, or a 
peeled fresh pear that is served on 
a lettuce leaf often with cream 
cheese. 

With pecans, which are so plenti- 
ful this year, there is a chance to 
make delicious pralines. Make a 
syrup of one and one-half cups of 
sugar, a little salt, and a cup of 
cream. Melt another half cup of 
sugar slowly in a heavy skillet and 
stir constantly until caramelized. 
Into this pour all the syrup at one 
time, and stir constantly and rap- 
idly. Boil the mixture, without stir- 
ring, to the soft-ball stage (about 
238 degrees F.). Pour into a flat 
pan and cool. Beat until it begins 
to be creamy, and add the nuts— 
one and one-half cups of pecan 
meats. Drop by spoonfuls onto 
waxed paper to form flat, round 
cakes. 

Cake Appears in Pudding. 

Then for the cakes on hand after 
Christmas day! Fruit cake, of 
course, needs only to be served for 
itself alone as long as it lasts— 
which can be a long time because 
it is moist and keeps well if put 
away in a tight container. But 
other cakes dry out quickly, and 
one way to use them is to serve a 
piece with a slice of canned peach 
on top and a syrup poured over 
the whole. Or with some other 
sauce — butterscotch, chocolate, 
foamy, tutti frutti,, or any other 
fruit sauce. 

Any kind of left-over cake can 
be used in puddings or custards, or 
in a “betty” with apples or other 
fruits. For examples, substitute 
cake crumbs for bread crumbs in a 
bread pudding recipe, using less 
sugar than with the bread, of 
course. Or put cubes of cake, with 
custard, in a shallow baking pan. 
The cake will come to the top and 
brown nicely in the baked custard. 

Finally, spiced cider is something 
that might be in keeping with some 
occasion during the holiday week. 
To make it, use the following in- 
gredients to one quart of cider: 
One-half cup sugar, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, eight short pieces of 
stick cinnamon, 12 whole cloves, 
eight whole allspice. Mix the in- 
gredients, cider and all, bring to 
the boiling point. cool, and let stand 
for several hours. Reheat, remov- 
ing the whole spices, and serve hot 
with sandwiches, cake or cookies.

Interesting New Dishes Help 
in Holiday Parties and 
Family Gatherings. 


Santa Claus who comes down the 
chimney and fills the stockings may 
be the hero of the occasion to the 
younger generation, but the real 
heroine is the housewife who plots 
to provide the feasts that make the 
holidays the festive occasions they 
are. 

Surprise Dishes. 

Not only the dinner on “the day” 
must be planned, but surprise dishes 
in the way of cakes, cookies and 
desserts are expected. The regal 
plum pudding will serve for any 
holiday occasion. Scones graces the 
tea table and cookies provide sweets 
for the guests. 

Where a gathering of children is 
expected during the week, a Christ- 
mas candle cake will add much to 
the merriment. Popcorn balis 
wrapped in gaily colored waxed pa- 
per, lollipops and candied apples 
will help further enhance the spirit 
of festivity that usually pervades 
a party of this kind. 

Regal Plum Pudding. 


One package lemon or cherry- 
flavored gelatine, 

Dash of salt. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-fourth teaspoon cloves, 

One pint warm water. 

Three-fourths cup finely 
raisins. 

Three-fourths 
cooked prunes, 

Three-fourths 
citron. 

Three-fourths 
nut meats. 

Three-fourths cup graham crack- 
er crumbs. 

Combine gelatin, salt and spices; 
add warm water and stir until gela- 
tin is dissolved, Chill. When slight- 
ly thickened, fold in combined 
fruits, nuts and crumbs. Turn into 
mold. Chill until firm. Unmold. 
Serve with foamy sauce or with 
whipped cream flavored with nut- 
meg. Serves 10. 

Note: One three-fourths cup 
cooked dried figs may replace 
prunes, citron and raisins. 

Holiday Fruit Scones, 

Two cups sifted flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt, 

Two tablespoons sugar. 

Four tablespoons butter or other 
shortening. 

One and one-half teaspoons grat- 
ed orange rind. 

‘One-half cup finely cut, seedless 
raisins. 

Two eggs. 

One-third cup light cream. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, salt and sugar, and sift 
again. Cut in shortening; add 
orange rind and raisins. Reserve 
about one-half of one egg white 
for glaze. Beat remaining eggs well 
and add cream; add all at once to 
flour mixture and stir until all 
flour is dampened; then stir vigor- 
ously until mixture forms a soft 
dough and follows spoon around 
bowl. Turn out immediately on 
slightly floured board and knead 
30 seconds. Roll one-half inch thick 
and cut in triangles. Place on un- 
greased baking sheet. Brush tops 
lightly with reserved egg white, 
slightly beaten; sprinkle with addi- 
tional sugar. Bake in hot oven (450 
degrees) 12 to 15 minutes, or until 
browned. Makes about 18 scones. 

Moravian Christmas Cookies. 

Three and three-quarters cups 
sifted flour. 

One-half cup melted butter or 
other shortening.

These 
cookies keep indefinitely in closed 
tins. Makes 200 cookies. 

Christmas Candle Cakes. 

One and two-thirds cups sifted 
flour. 

One and one-half teaspoons bak 
ing powder. 

One-third cup butter 
shortening. 

One cup sugar. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One-half cup milk. 

One teaspoon lemon or vanilla ex- 
tract. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, and sift together three 
times. Cream butter thoroughly 
add sugar gradually, and cream to- 
gether until light and fluffy. Add 
eggs, then flour, alternately with 
milk, a small amount at a_ time 
beating after each addition until 
smooth. Add flavoring. Turn into 
greased cup-cake pans, filling them 
two-thirds full. Bake in moderate 
oven (375 degrees) 20 minutes, o17 
until done. Cool. Cover each cake 
with your favorite frosting and 
sprinkle thickly with moist, sweet- 
ened coconut. Arrange on larg¢ 
platter and insert candle holder 
with tiny red candle in each cake. 
Light candles just before serving. 
Makes two dozen cakes.

Melt shortening in a saucepan. 
Stir in the flour and salt, combine 
milk and water and add gradual- 
ly.

Made to Replace Ones Not 
Hidden Successfully. 


We don’t know what luck you 
have hiding cookies but we've got 
to change our secret places almost 
daily to have any cookies left for 
the holidays. The cookies for 
which recipes are given are very 
quickly put together and may easi- 
ly find time to make them up in 


spite of a crowded schedule. 

Drop cookies or the kind that 
can be baked in a square pan and 
cut in convenient strips or squares 
are perhaps the easiest to make. 
Besides, the rough surface of drop 
cookies goes well with the smooth- 
er cut out cookies which you may 
have iced. 

Here are some peanut butter 
cookies which alwaysturn out crisp 
and delicious. 

Peanut Butter Cookies. 

Two-thirds cup butter. 

One cup white sugar. 

One cup brown sugar. 

Two eggs well beaten. 

One cup peanut butter. 

Two and two-thirds cups flour. 

Two teaspoons baking powder. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

Cream the butter and sugar, add 
well beaten eggs and continue 
creaming then blend in the peanut 
butter. Sift together the dry in- 
gredients and add to mixture. Roll 
cookies into small balls about the 
size of a walnut and then press 
flat with a fork. Bake in a hot 
oven (375 degrees) for about 10 
minutes.

Add oat- 
meal and mincemeat to the first 
mixture and then add the flour. 
Biend thoroughly and drop on a 
well-greased cookie sheet. Bake in 
a hot oven (400 degrees) for about 
12 minutes. 

Sour Cream Cookies. 


Two-thirds cup shortening 

Two cups brown sugar 

Two eggs, beaten 
' One cup sour cream 

Four cups flour 

One teaspoon salt 

Three teaspoons baking powder 

One teaspoon soda 

One-half teaspoon nutmeg 

One teaspoon vanilla. 

Cream shortening and sugar and 
add eggs well beaten. Add sour 
cream, Sift together all the dry in- 
gredients and add to first mixture. 
Add flavoring and drop on a well 
greased cookie sheet. Bake in a 
quick oven (400 degrees) for about 
12 minutes. This amount makes 
about 60 cookies.

Remove from the oven, 
cool slightly and cut into strips or 
squares and roll in powdered sugar.

Creamed Macaroni and Steak. 

Cut one pound thinly sliced round 
steak into one-inch squares and 
cook in two tablespoons butter un- 
til tender. Sprinkle with one ta- 
blespoon unsifted bread flour, one 
teaspoon salt and one-eighth tea- 
spoon pepper, and brown. Stir in 
one-half cup milk and cook until 
a thick, smooth gravy is formed. 
Line bottom and sides of a medium 
size casserole with four cups 
cooked macaroni, place meat in 
center, pour in gravy and cover 
with very thin slices of onion. 
Onion will brown easily if spread 
with cream or melted butter. Bake 
in a moderate oven (375 degrees) 
for 40 minutes.

DECEMBER WHEAT 
FUTURE STRONG 
AS SHORTS BUY

CHICAGO, Dec. 23.—Decemper wheat 
in Chicago skyrocketed today to the high- 
est price since mid-October and to the 
widest premium yet this season compared 
with May. 

Belated evening-up operations in Decem- 
ber contracts due to expire soon were 
largely responsible for the flare-up of 
prices. On the other hand, a decrease of 
779,000 bushels today in the United States 
wheat visible supply total was less than 
had generally been expected. 

Wheat closed irreguiar, % lower to 1% 
higher than Saturday's finish, May 99% @ 
%, corn “%@% off. May 59% @%. oats 
unchanged to \%& down, and provisions un- 
changed to a rise of 2 cents. 

Extreme scarcity of offerings of wheat 
availabie for delivery on Chicago Decem- 
ber contracts led quickly today to jumps 
of almost 2 cents a bushel here. 

On the advance, however, selling that 
was in the nature of profit-taking brought 
about reactions of more than a cent from 
early top price levela. A sudden early ad- 
vance of May Wheat to over the traditional 
dolar-a-bushe|l landmark was also lost at 
this stage for at least the time being. 

Tending to give ah undertone of 
strength, though, to the wheat market as 
a whole were foreign political developments. 

Cables said wheat prices overseas were 
firm and advancing from scarcity of sell-

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An Actor With a Theatrical Lineage 


The Stage History of Harry Davenport's Family Started in 1680 


By Virginia Irwin 

ERHAPS somewhere among the cus 
P tomers who see “Three Men on @ 

Horse” this week, there will be some- 
one who will say of Harry Davenport, 
the crochety old Carver of the piece, “Ah, 
I remember when he played here 55 years 
ago at Pope's Theater.” 

It is a lot to hope for, but Harry Daven- 
port would like it, for this grand old man 
of the theater is never happier than 
when he is talking of those nostalgic 
days when he was just starting to build 
his present record of almost 65 years on 
the boards. 

A slender, blue-eyed fellow, with crisp 
hair thinning at the back and almost a 
baby complexion, Harry Davenport is 
pushing 70, but he has tne same en- 
thusiasm for the theater he had when, 
ander parental management, he was al- 
lowed to play Damon’s Boy in “Damon 
and Pythias”’ back in 1871. 

“Jeff DeAngelis—remember him?—had 
me beat by two weeks,” he laughed, “but 
now that poor Jeff is dead, I hold the 
record for service in the theater.” 

Davenport does not claim to be the 
oldest living actor, but if there are other 
members of the profession who have a 
longer or varied record he would like to 
see it. 

“And in all that time,” he proudly de 
clared, “I have never taken—and never 
intend to take—a part in a play that 
has salacious lines. I didn’t see “Tobacco 
Road,” because I know that the magnifi- 
cent performance that Henry Hull is 
giving would only make the thing more 
terrifically repulsive to me. I have been 
offered parts in plays like that, and I 
have even made enemies over refusing to 
do them. The playwrights can go on 
writing them, but I consider it my 
prerogative to refuse to act in them.” 

Davenport explains that he is not a 
prude—simply a man with the courage of 
his own convictions. He has his own ideas 
about what is, and isn’t, “good theater.”

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THOSE Holiday INVITATIONS of YOUTH

OR weeks and even months, 


F tne holidays have been putting 
on importance in families where 


there are boys and girls. I can't 


say that the Christmas spirit has 
pervaded them prematurely—No— 
it’s because every week has brought 
invitations in the mail, exciting re- 
minders of the parties ahead. The 
longed-for and coveted notices for 
the exclusive subscription dances 
went forth to the lucky ones who 
had “made them,” and brought re- 
joicing wherever they were re- 
ceived. 


The boys’ boarding schools and 
the colleges for men have been del- 
uged with daintily colored notes 
and formal square envelopes. “You 
are cordially invited”—“Mrs , 
requests the pleasure of your com- 
pany at dinner’—‘“I am having a 
little party for my daughter”’— 
“Won't you come to the 
dance with me?—‘“The patronesses 
of the Dance request the 
honor of your presence” .. . 
“Come to dinner at our house be- 
fore the Holiday Dance.” Boys have 
been busy beings these days. 


Very busy, opening invitations, 
but busy answering them? Not at 
all! The plain fact of the matter is 
that the boys were up to a certain 
point, merely collecting bids for the 
honor of their company. When all 
the invitations they might conceiv- 
ably receive for the holidays were 
“in,” that is, had reached them, 
they went over them all carefully, 
decided which ones appealed to 
them most, and accepted those only. 


There is method in this seeming 
madness, because it would be phys- 
ically impossible for one boy to di- 
vide himself into a sufficient num- 
ber of sections to appear at all the 
parties to which he is invited every 
night of the vacation. The system 
being what it is, boys are at a pre- 
mium—a party to be successful 
must provide boys, large numbers 
of extra boys. It follows that every 
boy is asked far beyond his capac- 
ity to go and that, naturally, he 
must limit himself to accepting first 
of all only those invitations which 
he can physically fit into each eve- 
ning. 


Priority makes no_ difference 
whatever. The girl who thigks she 
is beforehand in lining up the boys 
for the holiday parties makes no 
progress at all by sending out her 
invitations before anyone else. In 
their anxiety to have the boys com- 
mit themselves, many girls invite 
them for Christmas vacation par- 
ties during the summer preceding, 
and they will even go so far as to 
say during a party of this vacation: 
“You must come with me next 
Christmas.” 


Few boys are to be caught by 
these tactics—they may _ reply 
vaguely though politely or, if she 
pins them down, they may accept; 
but they remain serene in the 
knowledge that they can and will 
get out of it if a better invitation 
comes along. To do the boys of to- 
day justice, let me say that by no 
means all of them take their obli- 
gations so lightly. Most of them 
regard a commitment or an engage- 
ment as sacred and carry out their 
acceptances faithfully. 


However, a girl who secures her 
guests in this way is only bludgeon- 
ing them through their sense of 
honor to come, and if they come 
unwillingly for that reason, she will 
not find them much of a contribu- 
tion to her party. She would do 
better, as a matter of fact, to give 
more thought to the appeal of her 
invitation that to its priority. Her 
letters must be masterpieces of clev- 
er expression, inviting description, 
charm and pep. She must realize 
what competition she has to meet 
and she must anticipate, wherever 
possible, the claims and counter at- 
tractions which will be advanced by 
her competitors. 


What appeals to boys most is the 
type of invitation which somehow 
assures them that the party will be 
the place to be that night, that all 
the gang will be there, and _ that 
they will not be pinned down by 
any undue obligation either to their 
hostess or the members of their 
own dinner party. A letter which 
gets across the assured, confident 
feeling that it invites the lucky re- 
cipient to the party of the vaca- 
tion, and which at the same time 
delicately conveys a “you'll-be-free- 
as-air” message, is likely to be the 
winning invitation against all com- 
petition, no matter how stiff.

HE part played by parents in 
Tine decision of the boys as to 

the parties they will or will not 
attend is largely passive. Parents 
are rarely consulted, and their oc- 
casional mild suggestions as to 
their own preferences are usually 
met with: “Oh, come now mother. 
You know ‘that party will be a 
washout. You wouldn't want a 
child of yours to waste his sweet- 
ness there,” or “Of course if you 
insist, Mater, I'll go there, but 
you're going to make your only son 
wretched.” 

Usually these filial protests are 
good-natured—are even kindly, tol- 
erant of the natural weaknesses of 
parents, but firm withal.

Here 
again fierce competition must be 
anticipated and met because as a 
girl looks, so will she be popular. 

Deep thinking and careful selec- 
tion go into the evening dresses, 
the matching accessories of the 
sub-ded. The dress must stand out 
from the others and yet not be 
called conspicuous; must be in the 
style of the moment, and yet un- 
like every other dress in the room; 
must be becoming, but not too 
girlish. Mother says the dress must 
not be too old; daughter fears she 
may look too young. It is the girl 
who looks far more than her age 
who slays the stag line, and nat- 
urally our heroine keeps that fact 
steadily in mind and works stead- 
ily to that end. 

But if you have daughters and 
think yourself put upon by the de- 
mands of their wardrobes, let me 
tell you that the clothes of a son 
are no matter to be lightly laughed 
off these days. Today’s heroes are 
as choosy about their tailor as any 
Best Dressed Man, and they must 
have a complete evening outfit in- 
cluding tuxedo, tail coat, Chester- 
field overcoat and derby hat.
